REPORT  ON  CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS 
AND  APPRENTICE  PLAN. 

The  following  report  made  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  Evening  and  Continuation  Schools, 
under  date  of  Dec.  23,  1910,  with  reference 
to  Continuation  Schools  was  presented:— 

The  trades  furnish  dignified  and  profita- 
ble vocations  for  a  considerable  part  of  our 
population,  which  dignity  and  profit  in- 
crease with  the  education  and  the  general 
ability  of  the  individual. 

Skilled  workmen  who  know  all  branches 
of  a  given  trade  are  in  great  demand,  but 
our  youths  have  little  or  no  opportunity 
under  the  present  educational  and  indus- 
trial system  to  acquire  adequate  proficiency 
to  meet  this  demand. 

The  majority  of  boys  who  wish  to  enter 
the  trades  are  those  who  are  obliged  to 
contribute  to  the  support  of  the  home. 
Therefore,  the  school  alone  cannot  meet 
the  situation  because  the  boy  must  be  a 
wage  earner.  Neither  can  the  shop  alone 
meet  the  situation  because  it  has  no  sat- 
isfactory way  of  furnishing  the  proper  in- 
struction. Only  by  cooperation  between  the 
school  and  the  shop  can  the  concurrent  in- 
struction and  practice  that  will  make  effi- 
cient workmen  be  provided.  Such  a  plan 
will  be  profitable  to  the  boy,  productive  to 
the  employer  and  useful  to  society. 

The  time  is  at  hand  when  this  can  and 
should  be  done.  I,  therefore,  recommend 
for  your  consideration  a  plan  which  in 
outline  is  as  follows:— 

1.  That  the  School  Committee  of  Boston 
enter  into  a  five  year  agreement  with  em- 
ployers to  establish,  support  and  conduct 
a  Continuation  School  for  indentured  ap- 
prentices in  any  recognized  trade,  to  con- 
sist of  one  or  two  classes  of  not  more  than 
twenty-five  pupils  each;  provided,  however, 

a.  That  the  aggregate  number  of  ap- 
prentices which  said  employers  in  any  one 
trade  indenture  shall  reach  twenty  at 
least. 

b.  That  the  form  of  indenture  between 
employer  and  apprentice  shall  comply  with 
the  articles  of  the  agreement  between  said 
employer  and  said  School  Committee. 

c.  That  the  State  Board  of  Education 
approve,  under  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  said 
Continuation  School  as  an  independent  in- 
dustrial school  and  that  the  Boston  School 
Committee  be  the  legally  constituted  au- 
thority for  the  maintenance  of  said  ap- 
proved school. 

2.  That  the  School  Committee  of  Boston 
require  its  representative  in  charge  of 
vocational  guidance  to  receive  and  to  keep 
on  file  for  the  inspection  of  employers,  ap- 
plications of  prospective  apprentices  to 
recognized  trades. 

Both  laborers  and  employers  of  labor 
will  welcome  such  a  plan  because  it  pro- 
vides for  well  regulated,  effective  and  com- 
plete training  in  all  branches  of  a  trade 
without  the  possibility  of  turning  upon  the 
labor  market  numbers  of  partially  trained 
specialty  workmen. 

I  enclose  for  your  consideration  form   of 
agreement,  subject  to  such  revision  as  may 
be  necessary  to  insure  its  legality.

1.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  con- 
sideration of  covenants  herein  contained  on  the 
part  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  hereby 
agrees  to  establish,  support  and  conduct  a  Con- 
tinuation School  of  one  or  two  classes  of  not 
more  than  twenty-five  pupils  each,  for  inden- 
tured apprentices  in  the— trade,  dur- 
ing   a    period    of    five    years    beginning    on    the 

day     of ,     and     ending 

on  the day  of ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  aggregate  number  of 
apprentices  in  the  aforesaid  trade  which  em- 
ployers indenture  under  a  similar  agreement 
shall  reach  at  least  twenty;  and  provided 
further,  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  ap- 
prove, under  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  said  Continuation 
School  as  an  independent  industrial  school  and 
that  the  Boston  School  Committee  be  the  legal- 
ly constituted  authority  for  the  maintenance 
of   said  approved   school.

MEMORANDUM     OP     CONDITIONS    OP 

APPRENTICESHIP. 

That  there  may  be  provided  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  those  youths  who  wish  to 
become  thorough  mechanics,  an  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  proper  and  sufficient 
training  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  their 
trade,  the  following  MEMORANDUM  OP 
CONDITIONS  OP  APPRENTICESHIP 
between  the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  Employers  of  Apprentices,  Ap- 
prentices and  Parents  or  Guardians  of  Ap- 
prentices is  devised  as  the  basis  of  a  plan 
for  part  time  instruction  in  the  trades  in 
the  city  of  Boston. 


1.  The  School  Committee  of  Boston  is  to 
establish,  support  and  conduct  a  Continua- 
tion School  composed  of  classes  having  an 
enrolment  of  not  more  than  twenty-five 
pupils  each  for  indentured  apprentices. 
These  classes  are  to  be  in  session  for  a 
period  of  at  least  thirty-six  weeks  each 
year. 

2.  The  School  Committee  is  to  require 
its  representatives  in  charge  of  vocational 
guidance  to  receive  and  to  keep  on  file  fai- 
ths inspection  of  employers  application  of 
prospective  apprentices  to  recognized 
trades. 

3.  The  School  Committee  is  to  open 
courses  for  newly  indentured  apprentices 
in  September  of  each  year,  and  likewise 
in  February  of  each  year  if  there  is  suffi- 
cient demand  therefor. 

4.  The  School  Committee  is  to  provide 
equipment  adequate  for  effective  instruc 
tion,  to  provide  instructors  of  practical 
experience  in  the  trades,  and  to  join  with 
the  employer  in  granting  a  suitable 
diploma  at  the  completion  of  the  ap- 
prenticeship period. 

5.  The  School  Committee  is  to  allow 
no  apprentice  to  attend  the  school  who  is 
under  suspension  by  his  employer 

6.  The  group  of  employers  in  a  given 
trade  entering  into  a  plan  of  part-time 
instruction  through  an  agreement  with 
the  School  Committee  are  to  indenture 
not  less  than  twenty  apprentices  and  to 
provide,  under  the  agreement  with  the 
School  Committee,  for  their  instruction 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  trade  in 
which  the  apprentices  are  employed 

7.  Any  given  employer  is  to  indenture 
a  certain  number  of  beginning  appren- 
tices each  year  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
agreement  made  between  him  and  the 
Boston  School  Committee.  The  discharge 
of  any  apprentice  during  the  first  year  of 
indenture  is  to  create  a  vacancy  which 
the  employer  must  endeavor  to  fill  at  an 
early  date.  The  indenture  of  a  new  ap- 
prentice to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  not 
count  as  an  additional  apprentice. 

8.  The  employer  is  to  require  each  ap- 
prentice, indentured  under  the  terms  of 
this  MEMORANDUM  OF  CONDITIONS 
OP  APPRENTICESHIP,  to  attend  the 
Continuation  School  provided  by  the 
School  Committee,  regularly  eight  hours 
each  week  during  such  time  and  on  sucft 
days  as  the  School  Committee  shall  de- 
termine. 

9.  The  employer  is  to  supply  each  ap- 
prentice with  such  opportunities  for  work 
of  various  kinds  as  shall  afford  said  ap- 
prentice the  largest  possible  facility  for  be- 
coming a  competent  workman  in  the  trade 
to  which  he  is  indentured. 

10.  The  employer  is  to  furnish  employ- 
ment continuously  for  each  such  appren- 
ticeship allowing  a  two  weeks'  vacation 
without  loss  of  pay  during  each  calendar 
year.  It  is  understood  that  the  employer 
reserves  the  right  to  shorten  the  hours  of 
labor  of  such  apprentices  to  the  same  ex- 
tent that  he  shortens  those  of  other  work- 
men at  that  particular  time,  whenever  the 
state  of  business  demands  it;  and  to  sus- 
pend apprentices  from  employment  when- 
ever the  services  of  all  the  other  workmen 
are  discontinued. 

11.  Credit  for  a  year's  apprenticeship 
must  require  at  least  sixteen  hundred 
hours  of  work  at  the  trade  besides  at  least 
two  hundred  and  fifty  hours  work  in  the 
Continuation  School. 

12.  The  employer  is  to  require  not  more 
than  ten  hours  work  in  any  one  day  nor 
more  than  fifty-five  hours  work  in  any  one 
week,  including  those  spent  at  the  Con- 
tinuation School,  and  to  maintain  proper 
sanitary  conditions  and  adequate  provisions 
for  the  safety  of  the  apprentice. 

13.  The  employer  is  to  allow  a  duly 
designated  representative  of  the  School 
Committee  to  enter  his  establishment  at 
any  time  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the 
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conditions     under    which     the     apprentice 
works. 

14.  The  employer  is  not  to  employ  any 
apprentice  who  has  been  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled  from   the   Continuation    School. 

15.  The  employer  is  not  to  dismiss  any 
apprentice  employed  under  this  MEMO- 
RANDUM OF  CONDITIONS  without  the 
approval  of  the  School  Committee  or  the 
person  or  persons  designated  to  represent 
them  in  the  matter;  but  for  misconduct, 
idleness,  or  infraction  of  the  rules  of  the 
establishment,  the  employer  may  suspend 
an  apprentice  until  such  time  as  his  case 
may  come  before  the  School  Committee  or 
the  person  or  persons  designated  to  repre- 
sent them  in  the  matter. 

16.  The  employer  may  discharge  an  ap- 
prentice on  the  February  1st  or  September 
1st  which  falls  nearer  to  the  end  of  the 
first  six  months  of  the  apprentice's  em- 
ployment provided  the  employer  has  given 
at  least  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  both 
to  the  School  Committee  and  to  the  ap- 
prentice. 

17.  The  employer  is  to  pay  each  appren- 
tice indentured  under  this  MEMORAN- 
DUM OF  CONDITIONS  for  each  -hour  of 
service,  including  the  time  spent  in  the 
Continuation  School,  the  following  wages: 
For  the  first  year,  ten  cents;  for  the  second 
year,  twelve  cents;  for  the  third  year,  four- 
teen cents;  for  the  fourth  year,  eighteen 
cents. 

18.  The  employer  is  to  take  fifty  cents 
per  week  from  the  wages  of  each  appren- 
tice and  hold  the  same  in  trust  for  said 
apprentice,  together  with  a  like  amount 
contributed  by  the  employer.  One-half  of 
the  combined  sums  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
apprentice  at  the  end  of  each  full  year  of 
apprenticeship,  and  the  other  half  is  to  be 
paid  to  the  apprentice  upon  the  completion 
of  the  apprenticeship  period  hereinafter 
stated;  but  if  for  any  reason  whatso- 
ever (protracted  illness,  after  which  the 
apprentice  returns  to  his  employer,  except- 
ed), the  apprentice  leaves  his  employer  be- 
fore the  completion  of  the  apprenticeship 
year,  or  the  apprenticeship  period,  the 
sum  or  sums,  not  already  paid,  to  the  ap- 
prentice shall  be  forfeited  and  become 
the  property  of  the  employer,  to  all  of 
which  the  apprentice  and  his  parent  or 
guardian  agrees. 

19.  The  apprentice  is  to  remain  with 
his  employer  for  the  full  term  of  four 
years  of  apprenticeship  (except  as  pro- 
vided under  paragraphs  16  and  20);  he  is 
to  work  diligently  and  study  earnestly; 
he  is  to  be  punctual,  cheerfully  obedient, 
honest,  neat  in  appearance,  and  polite; 
and  he  is  to  conform  to  all  the  provisions 
of  this  MEMORANDUM  OF  CONDI- 
TIONS OF  APPRENTICESHIP. 

20.  The  apprentice  may  withdraw 
from  his  apprenticeship  on  the  February 
1st  or  September  1st  which  falls  nearer 
to  the  end  of  the  first  six  months  of  his 
employment,  provided  he  has  given  at 
least  thirty  days'  notice  both  to  the 
School  Committee  and  to  his  employer. 

21.  Both  the  employer  and  the  appren- 
tice shall  refer  all  questions  pertaining 
to  the  discontinuance  of  the  apprentice- 
ship agreement  and  to  credit  for  time 
lost  by  the  apprentice,  to  the  School 
Committee  or  the  person  or'  persons  des- 
ignated to  represent  them  in  the  matter, 
for  their  decision,  and  to  abide  thereby. 

22.  The  parent  or  guardian  is  to  see 
that  the  apprentice  complies  with  all  the 


provisions  and  terms  of  this  MEMO- 
RANDUM OF  CONDITIONS  OF  AP- 
PRENTICESHIP.

satisfactory  service  in  the  High  School  of 
Practical  Arts,  qualify  for  examination  for 
that   certificate.

The  following  order  was  offered:— 

ORDERED,  That  the  rules  be  amended 
as  follows: — 

Section  13S,  paragraph  XI.  Insert  in  the 
fifth  line  of  the  paragraph  describing  the 
requirements  for  industrial  instructors,  tne 
following:  or  three  years'  successful  ex- 
perience in  teaching  in  the  High  School 
of  Practical  Arts,— so  that  the  paragraph 
will  read  as  follows:— 

For  industrial  instructors  in  household 
science:  Graduation  from  a  college  or  uni- 
versity approved  by  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, and  evidence  of  one  year's  suc- 
cessful experience  in  teaching  classes  in 
household  science  and  arts;  or  three  years' 
successful  experience  in  teaching  in  the 
High  School  of  Practical  Arts.  For 
industrial  instructors  in  dressmaking 
and  millinery:  Either  a  diploma  from 
an  institution  giving  approved  courses 
in  industrial  training,  and  two  years' 
successful  experience  in  teaching  in- 
dustrial subjects;  or  four  years'  trade 
experience,  a  satisfactory  portion  of  which 
shall  include  experience  in  teaching,  and 
such  evidence  of  business  ability  as  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  may  determine: 
or  three  years'  successful  experience  in 
teaching  industrial  subjects  in  the  High 
School  of  Practical  Arts. 

Laid  over. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Mar.  20,  1911,  recommending  certain  amend- 
ments to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  with 
reference  to  appointments,  confirmations, 
and  promotional  examinations  of  teachers. 

The  following  orders  were  offered:— 

ORDERED,  That  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions be  amended  as  follows:— 

Section  105.  Strike  out  the  words  "on 
probation"  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  so 
that  the  section  will  read  as  follows:— 

Sect.  105.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  appoint,  reappoint, 
and  remove  members  of  the  supervis- 
ing staff  and  teachers;  provided,  that  in 
the  original  appointment  of  subordinate 
teachers,  he  shall  consult  the  principal  of 
the  school  or  district  and  the  assistant 
superintendent  in  charge  thereof,  or  the 
director  of  the  special  department,  if  the 
appointment  is  in  that  department. 

Section  144,  paragraph  3.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  substitute  in  place  thereof 
the  following:— 

3.  Teachers  serving  in  permanent  posi- 
tions in  the  Parental  School  on  January  1, 
1908,  and  teachers  appointed  to  permanent 
positions  in  the  Parental  School  after  Jan- 
uary 1,  1908,  under  the  conditions  govern- 
ing appointment  to  permanent  positions  in 
the  public  schools,  shall  be  eligible  for  ap- 
pointment to  positions  of  the  same  rank 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

Section  275,  paragraphs  1  and  2.  Strike  out 
the  paragraphs  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following:— 

1.  Members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  all  teachers  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive .  the  established  salary  for  their  re- 
spective positions  from  the  time  of  enter- 
ing upon  their  duties. 

2.  No  appointments  of  teachers  to  per- 
manent positions  shall  be  made  to  take 
effect  between  the  first  Monday  in  May 
and  the  close  of  the  same  school  year. 

Section  276,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  substitute  in  place  thereof 
the  following:— 

1.  The  principal  or  director,  and  one  or 
more  assistant  superintendents,  as  desig- 
nated by  the  Superintendent,  shall  per- 
sonally  inspect   the    character   of   the   ser- 
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vice  rendered  by  members  of  the  super- 
vising staff  and  teachers  employed  in  their 
respective  schools,  districts,  or  depart- 
ments, and  shall  annually  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Superintendent  with  respect 
to  each  such  person  who  is  not  on  tenure, 
and  with  respect  to  such  persons  who  are 
on  tenure,  as  directed  by  the  Superinten- 
dent. 

Paragraph  2.    Strike  out  the  paragraph. 

Section  277.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Sect.  277.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  Section  280,  members-  of  the  supervis- 
ing staff  who  have  served  successfully 
four  successive  years  in  the  same  rank  or 
grade,  and  teachers  who  have  served  suc- 
cessfully in  the  same  rank  or  grade  for 
four  successive  years  and  who  have  passed 
a  first  promotional  examination,  shall  be 
eligible  for  appointment  on  tenure  during 
good  behavior  and  efficiency,  to  take 
effect  on  the  first  day  of  September  next 
following  the  completion  of  the  prescribed 
length  of  service. 

Section  280.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Sect.  2S0.  Members  of  the  supervising 
staff  and  teachers  who  are  on  tenure,  and 
who  are  promoted  to  a  higher  position, 
may,  upon  the  completion  of  one  year  of 
satisfactory  service  in  the  higher  position, 
be  appointed  on  tenure  in  the  new  position; 
provided,  that  any  teacher,  serving  on 
tenure,  who  may  be  promoted  to  the  posi- 
tion of  principal  of  a  normal,  Latin,  high 
or  elementary  school,  shall  be  annually 
reappointed  to  such  position  for  two  years, 
and  may  then  be  appointed  on  tenure,  to 
take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  September 
next  following  the  completion  of  the  pre- 
scribed length  of  service. 

Section  282,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  substitute  in  place  thereof 
the  following:— 

1.  The  largest  number  of  pupils  belonging 
on  any  one  day  between  the  first  day  of 
September  and  the  first  day  of  April  of 
the  current  school  year  shall  be  used  as 
the  basis  of  determining  the  number  and 
rank  of  teachers  that  may  be  authorized 
at  the  time  when  the  annual  reappoint- 
ments and  appointments  on  tenure  are 
made  in  June. 

Section  340.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Sect.  340.  Members  of  the  supervising 
staff  and  all  teachers,  except  those  trans- 
ferred to  a  higher  rank  or  grade  of  schools, 
shall  enter  the  service  upon  the  minimum 
salary  of  their  respective  ranks;  provided, 
that  those  appointed  as  assistants  in  the 
elementary  day  schools  may  be  allowed  one 
year's  credit  for  more  than  two  and  less 
than  four  years'  previous  service:  two 
years'  credit  for  more  than  four  and  less 
than  six  years'  previous  service;  three 
years'  credit  for  six  or  more  years'  pre- 
vious service. 

Section  341.  Strike  out  the  first  line  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

"A  teacher  appointed  to  a  permanent 
position  in  the  day  school  service,''  so  that 
the  section  will  read  as  follows:— 

Sect.  341.  A  teacher  appointed  to  a  per- 
manent position  in  the  day  school  service, 
who  at  the  time  of  appointment  is  serving 
in  a  permanent  position  in  the  Parental 
School,  and  who  during  that  service  has 
complied  with  the  requirements  for  promo- 
tional examinations  established  for  teach- 
ers in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  shall  receive  credit  for  that 
service  on  the  same  conditions  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  that  service  had  been 
Tendered  for  an  equal  period  in  a  public 
school  of  the  city  of  Boston;  provided,  that 
the  salaries  paid  to  teachers  in  the  Paren- 
tal School  during  that  period  be  not  less 
than  the  salaries  paid  teachers  of  the  same 
rank  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of 
Boston. 


Section  343.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

Sect.  343.  The  salary  of  a  teacher  or 
member  of  the  supervising  staff  who  has 
been  absent  from  duty  on  leave  of  absence 
for  a  full  year,  and  who  does  not  return 
at  the  expiration  of  such  year,  shall  cease; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  business 
agent  to  see  that  the  names  of  such  per- 
sons are  dropped  from  the  pay-rolls. 

Section  345,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  substitute  in  place  thereof 
the  following:— 

1.  Members  of  the  supervising  stuff  and 
teachers  holding  permanent  positions  in 
the  day  school  service,  whose  compensa- 
tion is  on  a  sliding  scale  with  a  fixed  in- 
crease for  each  successive  year  of  ser- 
vice, shall  be  regularly  advanced  upon 
their  respective  schedules  upon  succeed- 
ing anniversaries  of  the  date  upon  which 
they  began  service,  subject,  however,  to 
the  provisions  of  the  regulations  with  re- 
spect to  promotional  examinations. 

Section  346,  paragraphs  2,  3,  and  4.  Strike 
out  the  paragraphs  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following:— 

2.  All  teachers,  except  principals  and 
members  of  the  supervising  staff,  whose 
compensation  is  on  a  sliding  scale,  with  a 
fixed  increase  for  each  successive  year  of 
service  must  pass  a  first  promotional  ex- 
amination before  being  placed  upon  the 
third  year  salary  of  their  respective 
schedules. 

3.  Teachers  who  successfully  pass  the 
first  promotional  examination  that  next 
precedes  the  second  anniversary  of  the 
date  upon  which  they  began  service  shall 
be  advanced  to  the  third  year  salary  of 
their  respective  schedules  on  the  first  an- 
niversary of  the  date  on  which  they  were 
placed  on  the  second  year  salary  of  their 
respective  schedules. 

4.  Teachers  who  fail  to  pass,  successfully 
a  first  promotional  examination  shall  re- 
main on  the  second  year  salary  of  their 
respective  schedules  for  another  year  and 
shall  then  be  examined  in  a  similar  man- 
ner. If  they  then  successfully  pass  the  ex- 
amination they  shall  thereupon  be  advanced 
to  the  third  year  salary  of  their  respective 
schedules,  and  succeeding  anniversaries 
shall  be  reckoned  from  the  date  of  taking 
of  such  examination.  The  employment  of 
teachers  who  fail  to  pass  successfully  the 
aforesaid  examination  on  two  successive 
occasions  shall  terminate  on  the  last  day 
of  August  or  of  December,  whichever  next 
follows  the  second  examination. 

5.  The  Board  of  Superintendents,  for 
good  cause  shown,  may  permit  any  teacher 
to  postpone  the  taking  of  a  first  promo- 
tional examination,  provided  that  if  such 
deferred  examination  occurs  later  than  the 
anniversary  of  the  date  on  which  a  teacher 
began  service,  succeeding  anniversaries 
shall  be  reckoned  from  the  date  of  taking 
of  such  examinations,  if  successfully 
passed,  and  not  from  the  date  of  beginning 
of  service.  The  same  rule  with  respect  to 
re-examination  and  termination  of  service 
shall  apply  to  teachers  who  defer  their 
first  promotional  examination  as  applies 
to  teachers  who  take  such  examination  at 
the  regular  time,  except  that  a  teacher 
who  fails  to  pass  such  postponed  exam- 
ination shall  be  required  to  take  the  ex- 
amination next  following,  and  may  not  de- 
fer the  second  attempt  for  one  year. 

Section  347,  paragraph  2.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph  and  substitute  in  place  thereof 
the  following:— 

2.  Teachers  who  successfully  pass  a 
second  promotional  examination  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  seventh  year  salary  of 
their  respective  schedules  on  the  anni- 
versary of  the  date  on  which  they  were 
placed  on  sixth  year  salary,  and  shall  be 
regularly  advanced  on  succeeding  anni- 
versaries until  the  maximum  salary  of 
their  rank  or  grade  is  reached. 
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Paragraph  3.  Strike  out  the  paragraph 
'  and  substitute  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:—- 

3.  Teachers  who  fail  to  pass  a  second 
promotional  examination  or  who  do  not 
wish  to  be  thus  examined,  shall  remain 
on  the  sixth  year  salary  of  their  respective 
schedules  until  such  time  as  they  shall 
have  successfully  passed  such  examina- 
tions, provided,  that  if  the  examination  is 
deferred  beyond  the  anniversary  of  the 
date  on  which  a  teacher  was  placed  on 
sixth  year  salary,  succeeding  anniversaries 
shall  be  reckoned  from  the  date  of  taking 
of  such  examination,  if  successfully  passed. 

Paragraph  4.  Strike  out  the  paragraph 
and  substitute  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:— 

4.  Teachers  promoted  to  a  higher  rank 
in  schools  of  the  same  class  shall  not  'be 
required  to  pass  additional  promotional 
examinations  because  of  such  promotion, 
but  shall  remain  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  regulations  with  respect  to 
such  examinations,  and  shall  not  be  ad- 
vanced in  salary  more  than  once  (exclusive 
of  the  increase  granted  at  the  time  of 
promotion)  after  their  original  appoint- 
ment, until  they  shall  have  passed  success- 
fully a  first  promotional  examination,  and 
shall  not  be  advanced  in  salary  more  than 
five  times  after  their  original  appoint- 
ment (inclusive  of  the  increase  granted  at 
the  time  of  promotion)  until  they  shall 
have  passed  successfully  a.  second  promo- 
tional examination. 

Paragraph  7.  Strike  out  thf>  naraaraph 
and  substitute  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:— 

7.  Teachers  entering  the  service  who 
have  already  passed  one  or  both  of  the 
prescribed  promotional  examinations  while 
serving  in  the  Parental  School,  shall  be 
allowed  full  •  credit  therefor  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  teachers  whose  entire 
service  has  been  rendered  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

Section  349,  paragraphs  1  and  2.  Strike 
out  the  paragraphs  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following:— 

1.  Teachers  who  intend  to  take  a  promo- 
tional examination  shall  give  written  notice 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  such  intention,  together  with 
the  subjects  and  books  in  which  the 
teacher  is  to  be  examined,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  date  of  the  examination. 

2.  Teachers  whose  original  appointment 
on  probation  is  of  an  earlier  date  than 
September  1,  1906,  and  who  have  been  con- 
tinuously employed  since  that  date,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  the 
regulations  with  respect  to  promotional 
examinations. 

Section  350,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out  the 
word  "the"  in  the  sixth  line  and  substi- 
tute in  place  thereof  the  word  a,  so  that 
the   paragraph   will   read   as    follows:— 

1.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
principal  and  assistant  superintendent,  or 
of  the  assistant  superintendent  of  any 
school  or  district,  the  superintendent  may 
require  any  teacher  now  in  the  service  or 
who  may  hereafter  enter  the  service  to 
take  a  promotional  examination  in  May 
of  any  year.  Notice  of  said  requirement 
shall  be  sent  to  said  teacher  before  October 
first  preceding  the  date  on  which  said  ex- 
amination is  required.

INDEPENDENT  EVENING  SCHOOL 
FOR  INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING  OF  WO- 
MEN.

A  report  was  received  from  the  Superin- 
tendent, under  date  of  Mar.  31,  1911,  in  re- 
sponse to  the  order  passed  at  the  meeting 
of  Jan.  16,  1911  (see  p.  220),  with  reference

DEATH  OF  ALBERT  PERRY  WALKER. 

The  Board  unanimously  directed  that  the 
following  entry  be  made  upon  its  minutes: 

The  School  Committee  has  learned  with 
regret  of  the  death  of  Albert  Perry  Walker, 
late  head-master  of  the  Girls'  High  School, 
which  took  place  on  Mar.  28,  1911,  and 
hereby  records  a  brief  appreciation  of  his 
long  and  faithful  service  in  the  public 
school  system  of  Boston. 

Mr.  Walker  wras  born  in  Alton  Bay,  N. 
H.,  in  June,  1862,  and  entered  the  Boston 
service  as  a  junior  master  in  the  English 
High  School  in  September  of  18S7,  where 
he  subsequently  attained  the  rank  of 
master.  On  Jan.  23,  1905,  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  a  mastership  in  the  Normal 
School. 

Mr.  Walker's  ability  and  efficiency  in 
these  schools  had  marked  him  for  further 
promotion  when  a  suitable  opportunity 
should  present  itself,  and  his  election  as 
head-master  of  the  Girls'  High  School  to 
take  effect  Sept.  1,  1907,  seemed  but  the 
beginning  of  a  long  service  in  a  position  of 
large  responsibility  in  which  he  might 
win  wider  appreciation,  and  further  in- 
crease the  well  deserved  reputation  that 
was  his  as  a  capable  educator,  while  still 
in  the  maturity  of  his  powers.  His  ad- 
ministration of  this  large  school  was  wise 
and  conservative,  yet  progressive,  and  his 
sudden  and  unexpected  death  was  most 
regrettable. 

The  School  Committee  extends  to  Mrs. 
Walker  its  respectful  and  sincere  sym- 
pathy, and  joins  with  the  many  friends  of 
Mr.  Walker  in  their  sorrow  over  the  loss 
of  one  who  filled  most  creditably  a  high 
position  in  the  public  school  service  of  the 
city. 

ORDERED,  That  the  salary  and  other 
accounts  due  Albert  Perry  Walker,  late 
Head-Master  of  the  Girls'  High  School, 
be  paid  to  his  widow,  Mary  E.  Walker.

(4)  At  least  seven  points  in  the  same 
foreign  language,  or  in  phonography  and 
typewriting. 

(5)  At  least  four  points  in  mathematics, 
or  in  bookkeeping. 

(6)  At  least  three  points  in  history. 

(7)  At  least  three  points  in  science.

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDER. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
annual  estimates  and  the  appropriation 
order,  prepared  and  submitted  by  the 
Acting  Auditor  in  accordance  with  the 
rules,  as  follows: — 

SCHOOLS. 
Appropriation  1911-12. 
To   the   School   Committee: — ■ 

In  compliance  with  Section  80  of  the 
Rules,  I  submit  herewith  the  estimates 
and  itemized  appropriation  order  to  cover 
the  expenses  of  the  public  schools  for  the 
financial  year   1911-1912: — 

The  average  valuation  of  the  city  for 
the  three  years,  1908,  1909  and  1910,  with 
all  abatements  allowed  up  to  December 
31,  1910,  as  certified  to  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  is 
$1,355,416,829.54.  This  is  the  sum  upon 
which  all  appropriations  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  School  Committee  for  the 
financial  year  are  based. 

The  School  Committee  is  authorized  by 
law  to  appropriate  the  following  sums: — 


(a)  Three  dollars  and  seventy  cents 
upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
valuation  of  the  city  for  the  public 
schools  and  their  support,  of  which 
amount  not  less  than  forty  cents  upon 
every  such  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  new  school  build- 
ings, lands,  yards  and  furnishings,  and 
not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  upon 
every  such  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  alterations  and 
repairs  of  school  buildings.  (Chapter  448 
of  the  Acts  of  1901,  Chapter  170  of  the 
Acts  of  1903,  Chapter  205  of  the  Acts  of 
1906  and  Chapter  388  of  the  Acts  of  1909.) 

(b)  Four  cents  upon  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuation  of  the  city  for 
organizing  and  conducting  physical  train- 
ing and  exercises,  athletics,  sports, 
games,  and  play  and  for  providing  proper 
apparatus,  equipment  and  facilities  for 
same  in  buildings,  yards  and  playgrounds 
under  the  control  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee or  upon  any  other  land  it  may  have 
the  right  to  use  for  the  purpose.  (Chap- 
ter 295  of  the  Acts  of  1907.) 

(c)  Two  cents  upon  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuation  of  the  city  for 
the  service  of  nurses  in  the  public 
schools.  (Chapter  357  of  the  Acts  of 
1907.) 

(d)  Five  cents  upon  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuation  of  the  city  for 
the  establishment  of  a  permanent  school 
pension  fund  and  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions to  retired  teachers.  (Chapter  589 
of  the  Acts  of  1908  and  Chapter  617  of 
the  Acts  of  1910.) 

(e)  The  unexpended  balance  of  the 
fiancial  year  1910-11.

for  as  close  an  approximation  to  actual 
shop  conditions  as  possible  and  desirable.

Each  applicant  for  admission 
to  an  evening  school,  who  is  not  bound  by 
law  to  attend  such  school,  shall,  when  he 
applies  for  admission,  make  an  advance 
payment  to  the  principal  of  the  school, 
which  payment  shall  be  for  the  whole  or 
the  unexpired  portion  of  the  current  school 
term,  at  the  following  rates:  Evening  high 
schools,  one  dollar  ($1.00);  evening  indus- 
trial or  trade  schools,  one  dollar  ($1.00); 
evening  elementary  schools,  fifty  cents 
($.50). 

2.  Each  applicant  shall  be  given  a  receipt 
for  such  advance  payment  on  the  form 
provided  for  the  purpose. 

3.  Each  pupil  shall  be  refunded  the 
full  amount  of  his  advance  payment  dur- 
ing the  last  week  of  the  evening  school 
term;  provided,  first,  that  said  pupil  has 
been  in  attendance  on  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  full  number  of  sessions  held  dur- 
ing the  term,  or  at  least  three-fourths  of 
the  full  number  of  sessions  held  after 
January  first, — but  in  case  of  personal 
illness  certified  to  by  a  physician,  this  re- 
quirement may  be  waived  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  principal;  second,  that  said 
pupil's  conduct  has  been  satisfactory  to  the 
principal;  third,  that  said  pupil  has  made 
proper  use  of  school  equipment  and  sup- 
plies and  has  returned  all  books  or  other 
material  loaned  to  him. 

4.  The  advance  payment  shall  be  for- 
feited: first,  in  case  personal  application 
is  not  made  with  the  prescribed  voucher 
for  the  return  of  said  advance  payment 
during  the  last  week  of  the  evening 
school  term;  second,  in  case  the  pupil 
fails  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  paragraph;  third,  in 
case  the  pupil's  attendance  at  school  is 
prevented  by  change  of  residence;  fourth, 
in  case  a  pupil  in  a  Boston  public  day 
school  is  attending  evening  school  with- 
out  the   necessary    permit. 

5.  In  case  an  applicant  who  is  ex- 
amined for  admission  to  an  evening  high 
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school  fails  to  qualify,  the  advance  pay- 
ment shall  be  remitted. 

6.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Director 
of  Evening  and  Continuation  Schools,  the 
advance  payment  may  be  remitted  upon 
the  written  recommendation  of  a  prin- 
cipal.

lower  physical  state  than '  those  children 
selected  heretofore  for  open-air  classes;

negative  report;  that  is,  that  there  was  no

APPOINTMENTS  OP  TEACHERS. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  approving  the  appointments  of  teach- 
ers, as  reported  by  the  Acting  Superin- 
tendent and  laid  over  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  appointments  were  approved. 


AUTHORIZED     LIST     OP     TEXT     AND 
SUPPLEMENTARY   BOOKS. 

The  Board  took  up  the  nineteen  orders 
laid  over  at  the  last  meeting  (see  pp. 
75-77),  making-  certain  changes  in  and 
additions  to  the  Authorized  List  of  Text 
and  Supplementary  Books.

ADVANCE    PAYMENT    REQUIRED 
FROM  EVENING  SCHOOL  PUPILS. 

The  communication  from  the  Acting 
Superintendent,  and  accompanying  order 
laid  over  at  the  meeting  of  May  15,  1911 
(see  p.  62),  with  reference  to  advance 
payments  from  evening  school  pupils  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  309  of  the  Acts 
of  1911,  were  taken  up,  the  communica- 
tion placed  on  file,  and  that  part  of  the 
order  amending  paragraph  one  of  section 
410  of  the  regulations  was  further 
amended  to  read  as  follows: — 

Sect.  410.  1.  Each  applicant  for  admis- 
sion to  an  evening  high  school,  who 
is  not  bound  by  law  to  attend  such 
school,  shall,  when  he  applies  for  ad- 
mission, make  an  advance  payment  of  one 
dollar  ($1.00)  to  the  principal  of  the 
school,  which  payment  shall  be  for  the 
whole  or  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
current  school  term. 

The  order  as  amended  passed,  and  the 
Director  of  Evening  and  Continuation 
Schools  was  instructed  to  report  next 
year  as  to  the  advisability  of  extending 
the  plan  of  requiring  advance  payments 
from  pupils  attending  evening  high 
schools  to  include  the  evening  elemen- 
tary and  evening  industrial  schools.

REDUCING  THE  SIZES  OF  CLASSES  IN 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  un- 
der date  of  June  6,  1911,  with  further  refer- 
ence to  the  order  passed  at  the  meeting 
of  May  15,  1911  (see  pp.  65-67),  in  re- 
gard to  reducing  the  sizes  of  classes  in  the 
elementary  schools,  and  requesting  said 
Board  to  consider  whether  partitions  in 
school-houses  hereafter  erected  may  not 
be  so  arranged  as  to  be  structurally  un- 
connected with  the  rest  of  the  building,  so 
that  the  partitions  can  be  moved,  and  the 
number  of  rooms  increased  in  any  school 
building  without  great  expense,  stating 
that  it  is  not  possible  to  build  the  bearing 
walls  around  the  class  room  disconnected, 
and  the  non-bearing  walls  might  in  special 
cases  be  arranged  so  as  to  be  knocked 
down  and  rebuilt  elsewhere  in  the  room, 
but  this  would  mean  considerable  expense; 
that  the  plastered  surface  walls  are  the 
best  type  for  class-rooms,  and  to  move 
these  means  considerable  dirt  and  damage 
to  the  rest  of  the  building,  and  any  other 
kind  of  wall,  such  as  sheathing,  is  not 
found  to  be  sufficient  as  a  general  type  of 
wall. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  inform  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioners that  this  Board  is  advised  that 
partitions  of  the  character  described  may 
be  found  in  school-houses  in  London,  and 
in  some  office  buildings,  and  to  suggest 
that  said  Board  make  further  inquiry  into 
the  matter  with  regard  to  the  practica- 
bility and  advisability  of  placing  such  par- 
titions in  new  school  buildings.

to  the  reference  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee, at  the  meeting  of  June  5,  1911  (see 
p.  82),  of  a  proposition  to  so  amend  the 
rules  and  regulations  that  the  Normal 
School  offer  special  elective  courses  of 
one  and  two  years  to  graduates  of  col- 
leges and  of  the  Normal  School,  and  to 
teachers  who  wish  to  prepare  them- 
selves to  teach  commercial  subjects  in 
secondary  schools,  recommending  that 
when  the  financial  condition  of  the 
school  system  will  permit,  special  com- 
mercial courses  for  the  training  of 
teachers  of  commercial  subjects  be  of- 
fered in  the  Boston  Normal  School.  The 
Board  further  recommends  that  one  year 
commercial  courses  be  open  to  college 
graduates;  that  one  year  commercial 
courses  be  open  to  regularly  appointed 
day  school  teachers  in  the  service  who 
have  had  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  twelve  years'  successful  experience 
in   teaching;   and   that  one  year   commer- 


cial courses  be  open  also  to  graduates 
of  approved  Normal  Schools,  who  have 
had  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
twelve  years'  successful  experience  in 
teaching. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Board  of  Super-, 
intendents  requested  to  prepare  and  sub- 
mit a  detailed  plan,  with  estimates  of 
cost,  for  an  experimental  introduction  of 
the  proposed  plan  of  instruction.

INCREASE  IN   SALARIES    OF    TEACH-

At  the  request  of  Counsel  for  the  Boston 
Elementary  Teachers  Club,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolve  prepared  by  him,

WHEREAS,  The  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  in  General  Court  assembled, 
did  pass  an  Act  authorizing  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  make 
additional  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  the  public  schools  of  said  city  in  a 
sum  equalling  ten  cents  for  the  financial 
year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ■ 
thirteen,  and  a  sum  equalling  twenty  cents 
for  each  financial  year  thereafter,  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  on 
which  the  appropriations  of  the  City 
Council  are  based,  and  providing  that 
these  additional  sums  "shall  be  appro- 
priated wholly  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing the  salaries  of  teachers  in  the  ele- 
mentary public  day  schools  of  the  city  of 
those  ranks  for  which  the  regular  maxi- 
mum salary  is  now  one  thousand  dollars 
or  less  per  annum,  and  shall  not  be  ap- 
propriated   for   any   other    purpose,''    and 

WHEREAS,  said  Act  was  not  approved 
by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,   and 

WHEREAS,  by  consent  of  the  benefici- 
aries of  said  Act  another  Act  entitled  'An 
Act  to  Authorize  the  Making  of  Appropria- 
tions for  Increasing  the  Salaries  of  the 
Teachers  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City 
of  Boston"  has  been  substituted  therefor, 
has  been  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  by  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  has  been 
approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration 
of  the  action  and  agreement  as  aforesaid, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  the 
School    Committee   of   the    City   of   Boston 


hereby  agrees  that  it  will  devote  a  sum 
equalling  the  first  additional  twenty  cents 
upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
valuation  on  which  the  appropriations  of 
the  City  Council  are  based,  as  the  same 
shall  become  available  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  aforesaid,  "wholly  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  salaries  of 
teachers  in  the  elementary  public  day 
schools  of  the  city  of  those  ranks  for 
which  the  regular  maximum  salary  is  now 
one  thousand  dollars  or  less  per  annum."

A  report  was  received  from  the  Trial 
Board  to  which  was  referred  at  the  meet- 
ing of  July  20,  1911,  (see  p.  98)  the  matter 
of  the  suspension  of  a  janitor  by  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  for  a  period  of  ten 
days  because  of  failure  to  pay  his  as- 
sistant, with  instructions  to  consider  the 
whole  record  of  the  janitor  concerned,  and 
to.  report  its  findings  of  facts,  and  recom- 
mendations in  due  course,  containing  a 
statement  of  its  investigation  of  the 
matter,  and  recommending  that  the  jani- 
tor concerned,  namely,  Henry  T.  Allchin, 
janitor  of  the  Francis  Parkman  School- 
house,  be  st:spended  for  a  period  of  twenty 
days,  taking  effect  July'  IS,  1911. 

The  report  was  placed  on  file,  and  the 
recommendations  contained  therein,  which 
had  been  previously  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  each  member  of  the  Board  and 
carried  into  effect,  were  formally  ap- 
proved. 


DEATH    OF    CHARLES    J.    LINCOLN. 

The  Board  unanimously  directed  that  the 
following  entry  be  made  upon  its  min- 
utes:— 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  has  learned 
with  sincere  regret  of  the  death  on  Satur- 
day, August  26,  1911,  of  Charles  J.  Lin- 
coln, late  Head-master  of  the  Dorchester 
High    School. 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  born  in  Weymouth, 
Mass.,  April  1,  1S44,  and  was  appointed  sub- 
master  in  the  English  High  School  Septem- 
ber 11,  1870,  and  subsequently  became 
junior-master,  and  then  master.  In  Sep- 
tember, 18S5,  he  became  principal  of  the 
East  Boston  High  School,  and  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  same  position  in  the  Dor- 
chester High  School  in  September,  1SS9, 
his  rank  being  changed  to  that  of  Head- 
master, January  1,  1890.  Under  Mr.  Lin- 
coln's administration,  the  attendance  of 
the  Dorchester  High  School  has  grown 
from  less  than  two  hundred  to  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  pupils,  and  it  has  become 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  influential 
high   schools   in   the   city. 

The  importance  of  the  work  done  by 
Mr.  Lincoln  during  his  long  term  of  ser- 
vice in  this  school,  his  increasing  respon- 
sibilities, the  constantly  growing  multi- 
tude of  administrative  details  that  he  has 
discharged,  are  manifest.  To  this  work 
he  brought  the  ripened  faculties  of  mature 
age  and  judgment,  absolute  devotion,  and 
unceasing  personal  interest.  Efficient, 
sound  kindly,  zealous:  these  and  other 
terms  might  fittingly  be  used  m  describ- 
ing his  service.  It  is  difficult,  in  fact,  im- 
possible to  summarize  adequately  m  a 
few  words  all  that  he  accomplished  for 
the  school  svstem  of  the  city,  and  particu- 
larly for  the  community  in  which  he 
labored    unceasingly. 

The  end  came  quickly  and  unexpectedly, 
although  Mr.  Lincoln's  health  had  been 
somewhat  impaired  for  a  considerable 
period.  He  died,  as  he  would  have  pre- 
ferred, while  still  active  and  in  the  .full 
exercise   of  his   duties   and  responsibilities. 

To  his  familv.  the  School  Committee  ex- 
tends its  sincere  condolences,  and  spreads 
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this    upon    its    records    as    evidence    of   its 
appreciation  of  this  faithful  schoolmaster.

During  the  last  week  of  the  evening 
school  term  each  principal  may  obtain 
from  the  auditor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
director  of  evening  and  continuation 
schools,  the  refund  of  such  portion  of  the 
advance  payments  previously  transmitted 
by  him  to  the  auditor  as  shall  be  required 
to  remit  to  pupils  the  advance  payments 
to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the 
regulations. 

1.  All  advance  payments  received  by  the 
auditor  shall  be  deposited  by  him  in  a

The  Trial  Board  shall  con- 
sider charges  and  complaints  preferred 
against  any  janitor,  engineer  or  matron  by 
the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  which  may  be 
referred  to  it  by  the  Board,  and  shall  re- 
port its  findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  Board. 

2.  The  decision  of  the  Trial  Board  as  to 
questions  of  fact  shall  be  conclusive,  but 
an  appeal  from  its  recommendations  may 
be  made  to  the  Board.

Sect.  291.  1.  Teachers  in  the  Latin  and 
high  schools  shall  consist  of  one  principal 
for  each  school  holding  the  rank  of  head- 
master, and  additional  teachers  as  follows: 
In  schools  attended  exclusively  by  boys, 
the  subordinate  teachers  shall  consist  of 
sis  masters  in  each  school,  who  shall  be 
heads  of  departments,  and  junior-masters; 
provided,  that  masters  serving  in  the  Pub- 
lic Latin,  the  English  High,  and  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  High  Schools  before  June  1, 
1906,  who  do  not  become  heads  of  depart- 
ments, shall  retain  the  rank  of  master, 
and  that  junior-masters  serving  in  said 
schools  before  June  1,  1906,  shall,  for  the 
twelfth  and  subsequent  years  of  service, 
have  the  rank  of  master.  In  addition  to 
the  principal,  there  shall  be  one  master 
or  junior-master  for  every  thirty-five  pupils 
belonging.  Two  additional  junior-masters 
may  be  appointed.  When  the  number  of 
pupils  belonging  is  twelve  hundred  and 
sixty  or  more  one  additional  master,  who 
shall  be  head  of  a  department,  may  be 
appointed  instead  of  a  junior-master.

7.  In  each  high  and  Latin  school  attend- 
ed by  girls,  one  instructor  in  physical 
training  may  be  appointed.  When  the 
number  of  girls  belonging  exceeds  six  hun- 
dred, one  assistant  instructor  in  physical 
training  may  be  appointed,  and  when  the 
number  of  girls  belonging  exceeds  fifteen 
hundred,  one  additional  assistant  instruc- 
tor in  physical  training  may  be  appointed. 

8.  In  each  high  and  Latin  school  one 
special  assistant  or  one  clerical  assistant 
may  be  appointed. 

9.  Teachers  of  ranks  other  than  those 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  paragraphs 
may  be  substituted  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Superintendent  for  teachers  to  which  the 
school  is  entitled  under  the  regulations  as 
follows:— 

Instructors  in  commercial  branches,  or 
instructors  in  manual  training  and  draw- 
ing, instead  of  junior-masters;  assistant 
instructors  in  commercial  branches,  or  as- 
sistant instructors  in  drawing,  instead  of 
assistants. 

In  the  Girls'  Latin  school  one  instructor 
in  German  instead  of  a  junior-master. 
The  rank  of  instructor  in  German  shall  be 
abolished  upon  the  retirement  of  the  pres- 
ent incumbent. 

In  the  Brighton,  Dorchester,  and  Rox- 
bury  high  schools,  one  assistant  principal 
each  instead  of  a  first  assistant.  The  posi- 
tion of  assistant  principal  shall  become 
vacant  upon  the  retirement  of  the  present 
incumbents. 

In  the  Girls'  High  School  one  assistant 
instructor  of  chemistry  instead  of  an  as- 
sistant. The  rank  of  assistant  instructor 
in  chemistry  shall  be  abolished  upon  the 
retirement  of  the  present  incumbent. 

In  the  High  School  of  Practical  Arts  in- 
dustrial instructors,  and  industrial  assist- 
ants instead  of  assistants. 

In  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  two 
masters  who  shall  be  heads  of  mechanical 
departments,  one  first  assistant,  who  shall 
be  head  of  a  department,  three  assistants, 
and  instructors  in  mechanical  departments, 
instead  of  junior-masters. 

10.  Additional  teachers  may  be  appointed 
as  follows:— 

In  the  Girls'  High  School  one  clerical 
assistant. 

In  the  High  School  of  Commerce  two 
junior-masters. 

In  the  High  School  of  Practical  Arts,  four 
assistants,  one  special  assistant  for  each 
shop  or  laboratory  in  constant  use  and 
one  vocational  assistant. 

In  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  one 
clerical  assistant,  one  special  assistant  for 
each  shop  or  drawing  room  in  constant 
use,  and  three  special  assistants  to  serve 
as  tool   keepers. 

11.  In  each  school  teachers  of  lower  rank 
may  be  substituted  for  teachers  of  higher 
rank  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintend- 
ent. A  teacher  may  be  appointed  for  an 
excess  of  twenty  pupils,  and  one  may  be 
removed  for  a  deficiency  of  twenty  pupils. 
The  teacher  so  removed  shall  be  of  such 
rank  as  will  leave  the  quota  of  teachers 
in  accordance  with  the  preceding  sections. 

12.  In  any  school  when  the  teaching  of 
any  subject  not  in  charge  of  a  teacher 
regularly  appointed  as  head  of  the  depart- 
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ment  is  divided  between  two  or  more 
teachers,  the  principal  may  cause  the  work 
in  that  subject  to  be  administered  as  a 
separate  department,  and  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
in  charge,  appoint  a  teacher  to  act  as 
head  of  the  department  for  one  year  with- 
out extra  compensation. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  the 
Superintendent  offered  the  three  following 
orders: — 

ORDERED,  That  beginning  Jan.  1,  1912, 
the  rank  of  each  assistant  instructor  in 
high  schools,  who  is  receiving  more  than 
the  minimum  salary  of  the*  rank  of  assis- 
tant in  high  schools,  shall  be  that  of  as- 
sistant, high  schools,  without  change  of 
salary,  and  that  she  be  advanced  upon  the 
schedule  for  assistants  in  high  schools, 
upon  the  successive  anniversaries  of  her 
appointment  as  assistant  instructor  until 
the  maximum  of  the  rank  of  assistant  is 
reached. 

Laid   over. 

ORDERED,  That  beginning  Jan.  1,  1912, 
the  word  "special"  shall  not  be  used  to 
designate  the  rank  of  any  teacher  in  high 
schools  except  that  of  special  assistant,  but 
this  change  in  the  rank  of  said  teachers 
shall  not  affect  their  salaries  during  the 
remainder  of  the  school  year  1911-12. 

Laid  over. 

ORDERED,  That  the  Superintendent  is 
hereby  authorized  for  the  remainder  "of  the 
school  year  1911-12  in  his  discretion  to  sub- 
stitute instructors  for  junior  masters  and 
assistant  instructors  for  assistants  in  high 
schools.

REPORT  ON  INTENSIFYING  THE  ES- 
SENTIALS OF  EDUCATION  IN  ELE- 
MENTARY   SCHOOLS. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Board 
o^Superintendents,  under  date  of  Oct.  13, 
1911,  in  response  to  the  order  passed  at  the 
meeting  of  Oct.  2,  1911  (see  p.  128),  request-

For  assistants  in  drawing:  A  diploma 
from  an  art  school  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Superintendents,  or  evidence  of  an 
equivalent  academic  education;  and  evi- 
dence of  three  years'  successful  super- 
visory experience  in  teaching  drawing. 

For  assistants  in  music:  A  diploma  from 
a  high  school  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  or  evidence  of  an  equiva- 
lent academic  education;  and  evidence  of 
three  years'  successful  supervisory  experi- 
ence in  teaching  music.

SCHOOL  SAVINGS  SYSTEM. 

The  following  were  offered: — 
ORDERED,     That     the     regulations     be 
amended  as  follows: — 
Add  the  following  chapter:— 

CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

Regulations    for    School    Savings    Systems. 

Section  485.  Principals  who  desire  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  savings  system 
for  the  benefit  of  their  pupils  may  do  so 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  211,  Acts 
of  1911,  entitled  'An  Act  to  Authorize  Sav- 
ings Banks  to  Receive  Deposits  from  School 
Children,"  or  they  may  recommend  to  their 
pupils  the  Postal  Savings  System  conduct- 
ed by  the  Post  Office  Department. 

Sect.  486.  The  following  regulations  ap- 
proved by  the  Bank  Commissioner  of  Mas- 
sachusetts shall  be  applicable  to  schools 
the  principals  of  which  shall  elect  to  pur- 
sue the  plan  authorized  by  Chapter  211, 
Acts  of  1911. 

(1)  Any  savings  bank  desiring  to  receive 
deposits  from  the  pupils  of  any  school 
shall,  by  vote  of  its  Trustees,  authorize 
the  Treasurer  to  obtain  the  written  consent 
of  the  Bank  Commissioner  and  the  School 
Committee  therefor,  or  any  school  through 
its  principal  or  the  Superintendent  of 
schools  may  arrange  to  have  a  Savings 
Bank  obtain  such  consent. 

(2)  No  school  shall  act  for  more  than 
one  savings  bank.  In  case  more  than  one 
savings  bank  shall  request  permission  to 
receive  deposits  from  any  one  school,  the 
School  Committee  shall  decide  which  sav- 
ings bank  may  act  for  such  school. 

(3)  After  any  bank  has  been  authorized 
to  act  for  any  school,  its  rights  shall  not 
be  revoked  except  with  the  written  consent 
of  both  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Bank  Commissioner. 

(4)  Any  pupil  may  become  a  depositor  in 
the  School  Savings  Bank  on  bringing  one 
cent  or  more  and  depositing  with  the 
teacher  or  principal  or  representative  of 
the  bank. 

(5)  The  one  receiving  the  deposit  shall 
enter  upon  an  individual  deposit  card  the 
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name  of  the  pupil  making'  the  deposit  and 
the  amount  thereof,  which  card  shall  be 
returned  to  the  pupil  and  kept  by  him  or 
her. 

(6)  The  deposit  card  is  the  receipt  for 
the  deposit.  In  case  of  its  loss,  immediate 
notice  should  be  given  to  the  teacher  or 
person  receiving  the  deposit.  One  cent 
may  be  charged  the  pupil  for  a  duplicate 
deposit  card  issued  in  place  of  the  one  lost. 

(7)  "When  the  deposit  has  been  received 
from  the  pupil,  it  shall  be  entered  by  the 
person  making  the  collection  by  name,  date 
and  amount  in  a  book  to  be  called  "Pupils' 
Ledger." 

(S)  "When  the  last  collection  of  each 
month  has  been  taken,  or  each  week  if  de- 
sired, the  one  receiving  the  deposits  from 
the  pupils  shall  send  to  the  head  of  the 
school  bank  a  memorandum  of  the  name  of 
each  pupil  having  a  balance  and  the 
amount  of  such  balance  as  shown  on  the 
"Pupils'  Ledger."  The  form  on  which  this 
information  is  made  shall  be  called  the 
"Monthly  Balance  Sheet"  and  shall  be  used 
by  the  head  of  the  school  bank  or  Savings 
Bank  representative  to  check  up  the  bal- 
ance as  appears  on  his  "Collector's  Led- 
ger" and  shall  be  returned  for  use  the  suc- 
ceeding month. 

(9)  The  head  of  the  school  bank  on  re- 
ceiving the  money  from  the  collector  shall 
enter  the  name  of  the  collector  and  amount 
in  a  book,  to  be  called  "Collector's  Ledger," 
which  shall  also  show  amounts  transferred 
to  individual  pass  books. 

(10)  The  total  amount  so  collected  shall 
be  entered  on  a  deposit  slip  by  amount 
only,  and  deposited  with  the  savings  bank 
by  the  head  of  the  school  bank,  to  his 
credit  as  trustee.  Accompanying  the  de- 
posit slip  shall  be  a  memorandum  of  those 
having  sufficient  balance  to  be  entered 
upon  a  pass  book,  and  the  total  of  such 
amounts  shall  be  entered  as  a  charge 
against   the  trustee  account. 

(11)  When  there  has  been  entered  upon 
the  deposit  card  the  minimum  amount  on 
which  the  savings  bank  allows  interest, 
the  savings  bank  shall  issue  a  deposit  pass 
book  therefor  in  its  usual  form,  and  there- 
after, when  the  sums  entered  upon  said 
deposit  card  amount  to  one  dollar  or 
multiples  thereof,  such  deposit  shall  be 
entered  by  the  bank  upon  the  pupil's  de- 
posit pass  book. 

(12)  Collections  shall  be  made  once  in 
each  school  week  between  October  1st  and 
June  1st  of  each  school  year. 

(13)  No  sums  shall  be  withdrawn  by  the 
pupil  except  upon  the  regular  bank  day 
by  an  order,  in  proper  form,  signed  by 
the  pupil  and  approved  by  the  parent  or 
guardian,  or  one  in  charge  of  the  school 
bank. 

(14)  All  deposit  pass  books  shall  be  kept 
by  the  teacher  or  principal,  or  one  in 
charge  of  the  bank,  in  some  safe  and 
proper  place,  but  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
pupil  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  or  as 
often    as    may    seem    best    to    the    one    in 
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(15)  All  books,  cards,  deposit  tickets  and 
blanks  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  savings 
banks. 

(16)  No  entries  are  to  be  made  in  the 
pass  book  except  by  the  bank  officials. 

(17)  No  entries  are  to  be  made  on  deposit 
card  except  by  the  teacher  or  one  receiving 
the  deposit. 

(18)  Any  interest  earnings  of  the  trustee 
account  shall  be  first  charged  with  ex- 
penses of  blank  forms  and  then  turned 
over  to  the  head  of  the  school  savings 
bank  for  such  school  uses  as  he  may  de- 
cide. 

If  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  desires, 
he  may  arrange  with  the  Savings  Bank, 
when  mutually  satisfactory,  to  have  the 
work  done  by  its  own  representative,  who 
will  visit  the  schools  once  each  week  and 
receive  all  deposits  and  make  all  entries, 
thereby  relieving  the  teachers  of  all  the 
work.  I 


Where  this  plan  is  chosen,  the  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  work  will  be  the 
same  as  now  prevail  in  the  regular  routine 
of  the  bank,  except  as  they  are  modified  by 
the  provisions  of  chapter  211,  Acts  of  1911. 

All  amounts  less  than  the  minimum  on 
which  interest  is  allowed  may  be  carried 
by  the  Savings  Bank  as  a  trustee  account 
in  the  name  of  the  school  bank. 

ORDERED,  That  the  rules  be  amended 
as  follows: — 

Section  51.  Re-number  the  section  52 
and  insert  the  following  as  section  51. 

Sect.  51.  He  shall  semi-annually  or 
oftener  make  inquiry  into  the  conduct  and 
extent  of  savings  systems  conducted  in  the 
public  schools,  and  shall  report  the  result 
of  his  investigations  to  the  Board. 

ORDERED,  That  principals  of  schools  in 
which  any  savings  system  is  in  operation,

clean.  Many  teachers  and  pupils  responded 
and  the  result  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  appearance  of  our  public 
thoroughfares.  There  is  a  tendency,  how- 
ever, owing  to  the  forgetfulness  and  care- 
less habits  of  many  citizens,  to  revert  to 
the  unsightly  conditions  against  which  my 
appeal  was  directed.

School  for  Girls  was,  on  Oct.  31,  1911, 
101,634.  This  is  a  net  increase,  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  date  of  last 
year,  of  24  pupils.

The  high  and  Latin  Schools  have  575 
more  pupils  than  last  year.  The  elemen- 
tary grades  have  fallen  off  893  but  the 
kindergartens  have  increased  313,  mak- 
ing a  net  elementary  school  decrease  of 
580.  The  number  in  the  special  schools 
is  31  larger  than  in  1910,  and  in  the  Nor- 
mal School  the  number  is  2  less. 

It  should  be  noted  in  connection  with 
the  loss  in  the  elementary  schools  that 
their  increase  between  September  30  and 
October  31,  1911,  was  1659  as  compared 
with  an  increase  of  but  1215  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year,  which 
may  indicate  that  the  present  deficiency 
in  numbers  may  be  made  up  shortly.

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REMOVAL,    OF   OLD   AND    UNAUTHOR- 
IZED BOOKS  FROM  THE  SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Apportionment,  under  date  of 
Nov.  6,  1911,  in  response  to  the  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  16,  1911  (see 
p.  138),  instructing  that  Board  to  see  that 
books  which  have  become  unduly  worn  or 
unclean  are  not  permitted  to  be  used  in 
the  public  schools;  and  to  have  removed 
from  the  schools  as  rapidly  as  may  be 
practicable,  all  text  and  reference  books 
which  are  no  longer  on  the  authorized  list. 
This  report  states  that  a  circular  has  been 
issued  directing  principals  of  schools 
and  districts  to  see  to  it  that 
J^oks  now  in  use  in  the  schools 
^wiich  are  no  longer  upon  the  au- 
thorized list  are  replaced  by  authorized 
books  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  to  make 
requisitions  for  this  purpose  out  of  the  per 
capita  appropriation  for  1912  before  order- 
ing additional,  or  new  equipment.  Prin- 
cipals have  also  been  asked  to  arrange  for 
the  return  of  all  unusable  books.  It  would 
not,  however,  be  possible  because  of  lack 
of  space  in  the  quarters  occupied  by  the 
Supply  Room,  to  arrange  for  the  receipt 
at  one  time  of  an  unlimited  number  of 
books,  such  as  would  result  from  carrying 
the  above  instructions  fully  into  imme- 
diate effect. 

Arrangements  may,  however,  be  made 
for  the  exchange  of  a  particular  line  of 
books,  and  the  Board  of  Apportionment  has 
now  asked  for  the  return  of  all  of  the  old 
Franklin  Arithmetics  in  the  schools,  and 
principals  of  districts  have  been  requested 
to  send  to  the  office  of  the  Business  Agent 
by  Dec.  15,  1911,  a  requisition  for  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  new  Arithmetics  selected 
from  the  authorized  list.  In  case  prin- 
cipals shall  find  it  impossible  under  the 
per  capita  appropriation  to  complete  this 
change  in  books  in  the  near  future,  they 
have  been  directed  to  present  their  respec- 
tive cases  to  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
in  charge  and  obtain  authority  to  act 
otherwise. 

The  old  books  are  not  to  be  sent  from 
the  respective  school  buildings  until  the 
new  books  have  been  received.

CLERICAL    ASSISTANCE    FOR    BOARD 
OF   SUPERINTENDENTS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Oct.  30,  1911,  in  response  to  the  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  16,  1911  (see  p. 
138),  requesting  that  Board  to  report 
whether  or  not  its  members  are  now  pro- 
vided with  sufficient  clerical  assistance  to 
meet  their  reasonable  requirements,  and  if 
not,  what  additional  assistance  of  this 
character  is  now  needed,  stating  that  the 
nature  of  the  clerical  service  required  by 
the  individual  Assistant  Superintendents 
makes  it  somewhat  difficult  to  arrange  a 
schedule  which  will  entirely  meet  their 
convenience,  and  yet  will  not  result  in  the 
time  of  the  clerk  or  clerks  assigned  to 
them  being  too  fully  occupied  at  one  time, 
and  not  sufficiently  so  at  another. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  number  of  assistants  now 
employed  to  render  this  service,  which  was 
increased  from  one  to  two  last  December, 
is  for  the  present  sufficient  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  individual  members  of 
the  Board:  provided,  the  time  and  efforts 
of  these  assistants  are  properly  appor- 
tioned and  employed.  A  plan  has  been  re- 
cently adopted  and  is  now  in  operation, 
having  this  end  in  view,  which  seems  to 
promise  satisfactory  results. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Board  re-

For  indus- 
trial instructors  in  dressmaking  and  mil- 
linery: Either  a  diploma  from  an  institu- 
tion giving  approved  courses  in  industrial 
training,  and  two  years'  successful  experi- 
ence in  teaching  industrial  subjects;  or 
four  years'  trade  experience,  a  satisfactory 
portion  of  which  shall  include  experience  in 
teaching,  and  such  evidence  of  business 
ability  as  the  board  of  superintendents  may 
determine;  or  three  years'  successful  ex- 
perience in  teaching  industrial  subjects  in 
the  High  School  of  Practical  Arts;  or  four 
years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  in- 
dustrial subjects  in  a  day  industrial  school.

January  1,  1909.

For  the  special  certificate,  drawing  and 
manual  training  in  high  schools:  A  diploma 


from  an  art  school,  or  from  a  manual 
training  school,  approved  by  the  board  of 
superintendents,  or  evidence  of  an  equiva- 
lent academic  education;  and  evidence  of 
three  years'  successful  experience  in 
teaching  and  governing  schools  of  such 
grade  or  grades  as  the  board  of  superin- 
tendents may  determine. 
The   order  as  amended  passed. 

DISCONTINUANCE  OF  RANKS  OF  IN- 
STRUCTOR AND  ASSISTANT  IN- 
STRUCTOR IN  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting  of 
Oct.  16,  1911  (see  pp.  133-135),  amending 
sections  290  and  291  of  the  regulations  with 
reference  to  the  discontinuance  of  the 
ranks  of  instructor  and  assistant  in- 
structor in  high  schools  was  taken  up  and 
amended  as  follows: — 

Paragraph  7.  Strike  out  the  paragraph 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

7.  In  each  high  and  Latin  school  at- 
tended by  girls,  one  instructor  in  physical 
training  may  be  appointed.  When  the 
number  of  girls  belonging  exceeds  500,  one 
assistant  instructor  in.  physical  training 
may  be  appointed;  and  when  the  number 
of  girls  belonging  exceeds  1200,  one  addi- 
tional assistant  instructor  in  physical 
training  may  be  appointed. 

Paragraph  9,  clause  6.  Strike  out  the 
clause  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing:— 

In  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  one 
first  assistant,  who  shall  be  head  of  a  de- 
partment, four  assistants,  and  instructors 
in  mechanical  departments,  instead  of 
juni  or-masters. 

Paragraph  10,  clause  4.  Strike  out  the 
clause  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing:— 

In  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  one 
clerical  assistant,  and  in  the  mechanical 
departments  two  masters  who  shall  be 
heads  of  departments,  three  instructors, 
one  special  assistant  for  each  shop  or 
drawing  room  in  constant  use,  and  three 
special  assistants  to  serve  as  tool  keepers.

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting  of 
Oct.  16,  1911  (see  p.  135),  eliminating  the 
word  "special"  in  designating  the  rank  of 
teachers  in  high  schools  was  taken  up 
and  passed. 

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting  of 
Oct.  16,  1911  (see  p.  135),  authorizing  the 
substitution  of  instructors  for  junior 
masters  and  assistant  instructors  for  as- 
sistants in  high  schools  was  taken  up 
and    passed. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  beginning  Jan.  1, 
1912,  the  rank  of  assistant  instructor  in 
the  mechanical  departments  of  the 
Mechanic  Arts  high  school  is  hereby  dis- 
continued and  that  thereafter  the  per- 
sons now  serving  as  assistant  instructors 
be  designated  as  instructors,  but  this 
change  in  the  rank  of  said  teachers  shall 
not  affect  their  salaries  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  school  year  1911-12.

(see  p.  124),  with  reference  to  the  de- 
sirability of  the  School  Committee  assum- 
ing the  financial  control  of  school  athletics, 
was  taken  from  the  table,  and  placed  on 
file. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  upon  the  presentation 
of  a  satisfactory  plan  which-  will  meet 
with  its  approval,  the  School  Committee 
is  prepared  to  consider  the  assumption  of 
the  financial  responsibility  for  school 
athletics. 

VOCATIONAL   GUIDANCE. 

The  Superintendent  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  under  date  of  Nov.  6,  1911, 
in  response  to  the  order  passed  at  the 
meeting  of  Oct.  2,  1911  (see  p.  128),  au- 
thorizing him  to  report  what  his  policy 
is  with  regard  to  vocational  guidance, 
and  to  submit  a  plan  for  safe  and  sane 
vocational    guidance: — 

"Vocational  guidance  must  continue  to 
be  given  as  it  always  has  been  given, 
chiefly  by  the  teachers  in  the  schools. 
In  order  to  make  the  advice  of  these 
teachers  as  effective  as  possible,  it  is 
desirable  that  every  facility  be  offered  to 
them;  on  the  one  hand,  to  inform  them- 
selves with  reference  to  the  actual  needs 
of  the  various  professional,  commercial 
and  industrial  vocations  of  the  com- 
munity and  the  particular  abilities  needed 
on  the  part  of  employees  in  these  voca- 
tions, and  on  the  other  hand,  to  increase 
their  ability  to  judge  as  /accurately  as 
possible  the  latent  abilities  of  each 
pupil. 

The  work  of  vocational  guidance 
should  be  chiefly  concerned  with  assist- 
ing the  pupil  to  select  that  form  of  ad- 
ditional education  which  will  ultimately 
enable  him  to  advance  himself  in  his  life 
work.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose the  work  of  vocational  guidance 
should  include   the  following  items: — 

1.  A  careful  investigation  of  the  voca- 
tions of  the  community,  both  with  refer- 
ence to  the  opportunities  afforded  in  each 
and  the  requirements  for  success  in  each. 

2.  A  consideration  of  the  details  of  the 
school  system  so  that  such  additional 
modifications  of  the  course  of  study  and 
methods  of  instruction  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  better  preparation  of  pupils  for  en- 
trance into  vocations  may  be  made. 

3.  Work  with  teachers  so  that  they  may 
more  rapidly  become  familiar  with  the 
needs  of  the  community,  more  expert  in 
the  ability  to  judge  the  qualities  of  pupils, 
and  more  thoroughly  informed  with  refer- 
ence to  the  particular  merits  of  each  of  the 
various  opportunities  for  continued  educa- 
tion existing  in  various  public  and  private 
evening  and  continuation  schools.  This  in- 
volves the  organization  of  conferences  be- 
tween business  men  and  vocational  counsel- 
lors, definite  courses  of  instruction  for 
vocational  counsellors,  and  conferences 
with  individual  counsellors  with  reference 


to  particular  cases  and  special  difficulties. 

4.  Work  with  parents  by  means  of 
lectures  and  personal  conferences  to  the 
end  that  they  may  understand  the  im- 
portance of  a  wise  selection  of  a  vocation 
for  their  children  and  may  co-operate  fully 
and  intelligently  with  the  school  in  its 
effort  to  adapt  itself  to  the  general  needs 
of  the  community  and  to  the  particular 
needs  of  each  pupil. 

As  supplementary  to  the  above  purposes 
I  deem  it  desirable  that  an  adequate 
system  of  keeping  track  of  pupils  for  the 
first  two  or  three  years  after  they  leave 
school  should  be  established,  and  that  ac- 
curate records  of  work  accomplished  be 
kept. 

Manifestly  any  system  of  giving  voca- 
tional advice  is  likely  to  be  in  error,  but 
the  possibility  of  error  will  certainly  be 
decreased  in  proportion  as  the  counsellors 
increase  in  information  and  skill. 

The  Superintendent  feels  confident  that 
the  work  outlined  above  cannot  be  ac- 
complished unless  it  is  given  in  charge  of 
some  one  who  gives  his  entire  time  and 
attention  to  this  important  problem.  Mr. 
Louis  P.  Nash,  who  was  requested  last 
year  to  investigate  and  report  with  refer- 
ence to  vocational  guidance  has  completed 
very  satisfactorily  the  work  assigned  to 
him  but  prefers  at  this  time  to  remain  in 
regular  school  work.  Since  there  is  no  one 
else  now  in  the  service  whose  experience 
justifies  promotion  to  the  position  of  di- 
rector, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  perma- 
nent establishment  of  the  department 
should  be  deferred. 

The  Superintendent  recommends,  there- 
fore, 

(1)  That  the  Superintendent  be  au- 
thorized to  assign  temporarily  not  to  ex- 
ceed two  teachers  to  the  investigating  of 
one  or  more  lines  of  business  opportunity 
and  to  the  following  up  of  the  pupils  in 
a   limited   number   of   districts. 

(2)  That  the  "Vocation  Bureau  be  au- 
thorized to  continue  the  work  of  in- 
structing  vocational    counsellors;    and 

(3)  That  the  work  of  interesting  par- 
ents be  left  as  it  now  is  to  the  School 
and  Home  Association  and  to  the  Voca- 
tion Bureau.

INTRODUCTION  OP  A  MORE  COM-

passed  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  16,  1911  (see

the  schools  and  teachers  may  be  introduced 
through  an  enlargement  and  extension  of 
the  Department  of  the  Supervisor  of  Sub- 
stitutes, or  otherwise,  Math  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  thereof,  submitting  the  following 
recommendations : — 

1.  That  each  principal  be  furnished  with 
a  clerical  assistant.  It  is  primarily  the 
business  of  the  principal  to.  train  teachers 
and  to  supervise  closely  the  work  of  the 
class  room.  Freedom  from  clerical  routine 
will  enable  principals  to  give  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  and  efforts  to  the 
work  of  actual  supervision.  Estimated 
cost— $25,000. 

2.  That  the  Superintendent  be  authorized 
to  take  advantage  of  the  provision  now  In 
the  regulations  to  appoint  a  special  as- 
sistant to  the  room  of  the  first  assistant 
in  charge.  The  first  assistant  may  then, 
under  the  direction  of  the  principal,  assist 
in  the  work  of  supervision,  not  merely  in 
her  own  building  but  in  any  adjacent 
primary  building  where  there  is  no  first 
assistant.    Estimated  cost— $40,000'. 

3.  That  the  office  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Substitutes  be  enlarged  to  include  the 
supervision  and  control  of  all  temporary 
teachers,  that  is,  substitutes,  temporary 
teachers  and  special  assistants,  and  that 
an  additional  assistant  to  the  Supervisor 
of  Substitutes  be  appointed  in  order  that 
opportunity  may  be  afforded  for  the  neces- 
sary inspection  of  the  work  of  all  tempor- 
ary teachers,  both  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
rating  and  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
principals  in  supervising  the  methods  of 
instruction  of  such  temporary  teachers. 
Estimated  cost— $1836. 

The  Board  further  recommends  that  the 
title  of  the  Supervisor  of  Substitutes  be 
changed  to  that  of  Director  of  Substitutes 
and  Temporary  Teachers.

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REDUCTION  IN  QUOTA  OF  PUPILS  TO 
A  TEACHER. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date 
of  Nov.  13,  1911,  submitting  the  follow- 
ing report  in  compliance  with  the  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  16,  1911 
(see  p.  138)  requesting  that  Board  to 
consider  and  report  what  further  reduc- 
tion in  the  quota  of  pupils  to  a  teacher 
in  the  elementary  schools  is  desirable, 
and  to  submit  appropriate  recommenda- 
tions  to   this   end: — 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  believes 
that  it  is  highly  desirable  to  reduce  the 
number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher,  and  recom- 
mends that  the  plan  specified  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
under  date  of  Mar.  19,  1907,  (see  1907 
Minutes  of  School  Committee,  p.  32) 
be  extended  by  providing  that  beginning 
Sept.,  1912,  the  quota  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  shall  be  as  follows: — 
For    ths    school    year    1912-13:    in    all    grades 

above    the    first 43 

For  the  school  year,  1913-14:  all  grades 42 

For  the  school  year,  1914-15:  all  grades 41 

For  the  school  year,  1915-16:  all  grades 40 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  further 
recommends  that  the  quota  of  pupils  to 
a  teacher  in  ungraded  classes  be  im- 
mediately changed  from  35  to  30. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  wishes 
again  to  emphasize  the  unfortunate  con- 
ditions arising  from  the  presence  of 
unimprovable  children  in  the  regular 
class-rooms  and  the  inadvisability  of  as- 
signing these  children  to  the  special 
classes  now  existing.  The  Board  there- 
fore recommends  that  arrangements  be 
made  to  care  for  such  children  in  some 
central  place,  pending  an  application  to 
the  Legislature  for  the  establishment, 
either  by  the  state  or  city,  of  a  suitable 
permanent   institution   therefor. 

Referred  to  the  Business  Agent  for  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  carrying  the 
recommendations  into   effect. 

A  further  communication  was  received 
from  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  under 
date  of  Nov.  13,  1911,  substantially  as 
follows:— 

In  connection  with  the  discussion  of  the 
reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  in  the  elementary  schools,  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  wishes  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  statement  of  the  Finance 
Commission  in  its  recent  report  that  only 
one  of  twenty  cities  reported  upon  exceeds 
Boston  in  the  size  of  high  school  classes. 
The  Board  of  Superintendents  believes  that 
the  present  quota  of  pupils  to  a  teacher  in

I  am  informed  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  for  the  Commonwealth  that  the 
State  Board  of  Education  is  about  to  make 
a  report  in  response  to  the  terms  of  Re- 
solve 97  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1911, 
relative  to  State  support  and  State  control 
of  the  Boston  Normal  School.  The  Com- 
missioner cites  a  report  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  submitted  to  me  on  Feb.  25, 
1911,  recommending  that  the  city  retain 
control  of  the  school  but  that  legislation 
be  passed  providing  that  the  State  share 
in  its  maintenance.  He  adds  that  the 
State  Board  will  probably  not  accept  this 
view  but  that  it  will  adhere  to  the  policy 
of  combining  support  and  control  in  the 
same  jurisdiction,  and  asks  whether  there 
would  be  strong  opposition  to  transferring 
the  control  as  well  as  the  support  of  the 
Boston  Normal  School  to  the  State. 

I  believe  this  subject  is  one  upon  which 
the  School  Committee  could  give  an  au- 
thoritative opinion,  and  would  respectfully 
ask  you  to  advise  me  whether  in  your 
judgment  the  loss,  if  any,  in  effectiveness, 
through  the  transfer  of  the  Normal  School

Gentlemen: — 

I  have  received  a  number  of  orders  from 
your  committee,  transferring  certain  teach- 
ers in  the  Hyde  Park  schools  to  the  Boston 
school  system,  and  in  most  cases  placing 
them  upon  a  salary  which  is  in  advance 
of  that  which  they  now  receive.    In  every 


instance  but  two  the  advance  is  so  moder- 
ate that  I  have  not  hesitated  to  sign  the 
orders.  These  two,  however,  seem  to  me 
to  merit   especial   consideration. 

I  am  informed  that  the  four  elementary 
school  districts  in  Hyde  Park  will  be  com- 
bined into  two  districts  of  medium  size 
when  the  consolidation  with  the  Boston 
school  system  is  effected.  The  four  former 
principals  will  be  made  sub-masters,  a 
Boston  sub-master  will  be  transferred  to 
the  principalship  of  one  of  the  new  dis- 
tricts, and  the  former  superintendent  of 
schools  of  Hyde  Park  will  be  made  princi- 
pal of  the  other.  This  means  a  substan- 
tial increase  in  the  cost  of  supervision.  As 
the  entire  attendance  at  all  of  the  Hyde 
Park  schools  is  hardly  greater  than  that 
in  some  of  the  largest  grammar  school 
districts  of  Boston  there  is  no  reason  why 
the  duties  of  supervision  cannot  be  per- 
formed by  the  superintendent  and  assist- 
ant superintendents  at  Mason  street.  The 
transfer  of  a  sub-master  from  the  Boston 
schools  and  the  retention  of  the  former 
superintendent  in  Hyde  Park  involves  an 
additional,  and,  as  I  believe,  an  unneces- 
sary expenditure  of  between  five  and  six 
thousand  dollars. 

In  the  case  of  Mr.  Horace  L.  Brittain  a 
peculiar  question  has  arisen.  Mr.  Brittain, 
I  am  informed,  is  not  yet  a  naturalized 
citizen,  although  he  apparently  intends  to 
become  one.  I  question  the  wisdom  of  ap- 
pointing an  alien  as  principal  of  a  school 
district  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

The  case  of  Mr.  B.  Harold  Hamblin,  as- 
sistant in  music,  whose  salary  is  estab- 
lished at  the  rate  of  $1800  a  year,  has  also 
given  rise  to  some  question  in  my  mind. 
Mr.  Hamblin,  according  to  the  latest  report 
of  the  School  Department  of  Hyde  Park, 
was  rceiving  $700  a  year,  and  I  am  in- 
formed gave  two  days  service  per  week  for 
this  compensation.  He  is  now  to  give  his 
whole  time  and  to  receive  an  increase  of 
salary  in  proportion  to  the  addition  to  his 
duties.  I  am  not  convinced  of  the  wisdom 
of  this  arrangement  and  return,  therefore, 
the  order  establishing  the  salary  of  Mr.  B. 
Harold  Hamblin  and  that  establishing  the 
salary  of  Mr.  Horace  L.  Brittain  to  your 
committee  without  my  signature.

Brittain  ought  not  to  be  appointed  master 
of  one  of  the  school  districts  of  which  he 
was  formerly  superintendent,  because  he 
is  not  yet  a  fully  naturalized  citizen  of 
the  United  States.  Third,  that  Mr.  Ham- 
blin  ought  not  to  be  transferred  to  the 
music  department  of  the  schools  of  Boston 
and  paid  a  salary  of  $1800  per  annum. 

The  School  Committee  views  the  situa- 
tion as  follows:  First,  that  some  money 
could  doubtless  be  saved  by  combining 
the  five  elementary  school  districts  of 
Hyde  Park  into  one  district.  Many  of 
the  school  districts  in  the  more  congested 
sections  of  the  ciy  of  Boston  have  a  larger 
number  of  children  attending  them  than 
either  or  both  of  the  new  Hyde  Park  dis- 
tricts. This,  however,  which  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  so  many  people  live  in  a  small 
area  in  our  crowded  city  blocks,  the  School 
Committee  regards  as  an  unfortunate  ne- 
cessity, and  not  as  an  example  for  imita- 
tion. Many  of  the  suburban  districts,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  no  larger  than  either 
of  the  two  new  Hyde  Park  districts  will 
be,  and  this  appears  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  be  a  highly  desirable  circum- 
stance, both  for  general  educational  rea- 
sons, and  because  outlying  school  districts 
are  likely  to  cover  large  areas;  nor  can 
the  lack  of  an  intimate  supervision  and 
administration  which  should  be  exercised 
by  the  master  of  a  school  district  be  met 
by  the  type  of  supervision  which  is  neces- 
sarily practiced  by  the  Superintendent  and 
Assistant  Superintendents  of  schools. 

The  School  Committee  feels,  therefore, 
that  while  some  money  can  be  saved  by 
the  combination  of  the  five  elementary 
school  districts  of  Hyde  Park  into  one 
school  district  instead  of  two  school  dis- 
tricts as  has  been  planned,  the  saving 
would  be  made  to  the  educational  detri- 
ment of  the  children,  and  to  the  serious 
disadvantage  of  the  parents  of  the  chil- 
dren. 

Second,  while  Mr.  Brittain  has  not  yet 
become  a  fully  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  that  is  not  due  to  any 
fault  of  his.  He  has  proceeded  to  qualify 
himself  for  citizenship  as  rapidly  as  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  permit,  and 
will,  within  a  very  short  time,  upon 
compliance  with  certain  technical  re- 
quisites, become  a  full  citizen  of  this 
country.  The  School  Committee,  there- 
fore, does  not  deem  it  proper  to  refuse 
to  appoint  as  master  a  man  who  has 
rendered  excellent  service  as  principal 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  who  is 
fully  qualified  to  fill  the  place  of  master 
with   credit. 

Third,  Mr.  Hamblin  teaches  two  days 
a  week  in  Hyde  Park,  and  receives  $700 
a  year  for  his  services.  He  also  teaches 
m  two  other  towns  and  from  all  three 
sources  receives  a  salary  of  $1700  a  year. 
There  are  two  vacancies  in  the  music 
department  of  the  Boston  schools,  and 
there  is  no  one  on  the  eligible  list  of 
candidates  for  these  places.  The  di- 
rector of  music,  Mr.  McLaughlin,  warmly 
recommends  Mr.  Hamblin  for  tnis  place, 
and  the  School  Committee,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent  and  of 
Mr.  McLaughlin,  has  employed  Mr 
Hamblin  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the 
music  department,  not  only  of  Hyde  Park 
but    of    all    the    Boston    schools,    and    to 


pay  him  therefor  a  salary  of  $1800  a 
year,  which  is  considerably  less  than  is 
called  for  by  the  salary  schedule  for 
men  in  the  music  department  of  the 
Boston  schools. 

All  the  members  of  the  Committee 
agree  in  passing  the  orders  in  question, 
notwithstanding  Tour  Honor's  veto,  and 
in  the  reasons  above  set  forth.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  Committee  also  wish  to  add 
that  the  reasons  for  the  action  of  the 
Committee  have  been  stated  at  some 
length,  not  because  they  believe  that 
lour  Honor  has  any  legal  rights  what- 
soever in  such  matters  as  the  determina- 
tion of  school  districts,  or  the  qualifica- 
tions of  masters  of  schools  or  of  other 
teachers,  but  because  they  felt  that  they 
should  treat  any  communication  re- 
ceived from  Tour  Honor  with  the 
respect  due  to  the  high  office  of  Mavor 
of  Boston.

Gentlemen:— 

The  Boston  Elevated  Railwav  Company 
has  requested  me  to  enlist  the  interest  of 
the  school  authorities  in  the  competition 
which  it  has  opened  for  verses  in  rhyme 
on  the  subject  of  the  prevention  of  acci- 
dents on  the  street  cars.  It  has  inserted 
an  advertisement  offering  prizes  for  the 
best  compositions  in  verse  on  this  subject 
in  the  daily  papers,  and  will  hold  its  offer 
open  until  Jan.  1,  1912.  As  there  can  be  no 
commercial  motive  in  this  competition  it 
seems  to  me  to  be  something  quite  out  of 
the  ordinary  and  to  deserve  the  attention 
of  the   School   Committee. 

Hardly  any  item,  in  the  day's  record  is 
sadder  than  the  too  freauent  recurring  note 
which  informs  the  public  that  some  loved 
child  of  tender  years  was  taken  from  its 
parents  or  maimed  perhaps  for  life  by  fall- 
ing under  the  wheels  of  an  electric  car. 
To  desseminate  among  the  children  a 
knowledge  of  the  danger  from  this  source 
and  to  impress  upon  them  the  need  of 
caution  is  a  work  which  justifies  the  naive 
but  I  think  effective,  method  adopted  by 
the  Railway  Company  of  securing  atten- 
tion to  the  subject. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the 
bchool  Committee  will  assist  the  company 
and  by  circulating  throughout  the  classes 
the  terms  of  its  prize  offer  awaken  an  in- 
terest in  the  question  which  will  extend  far 
beyond  the  small  number  of  pupils  who 
may  be  expected  to  respond  by  submitting 
verses.

Proceedings  of  School  Committee. 


December  27,  1911. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  of  Boston  was.  held  in  the 
School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason-street 
Building,   at  5.09  o'clock   P.M. 

Present:  Messrs.  Brock,  Corcoran,  Lee 
and  Leen. 

CHAIRMAN    PRO    TEMPORE. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the 
Board  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  George 
E.   Brock,   the  senior  member. 

On  motion,  Mr.  George  E.  Brock  was 
unanimously  elected  Chairman  pro  tem- 
pore. 

APPROVAL,   OP  RECORDS. 

The  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last 
meeting  was  omitted,  the  Board  approv- 
ing them  as  printed. 

APPOINTMENTS  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  question  was 
on  approving  the  appointments  of  teach- 
ers, as  reported  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  laid  over  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  appointments  were  approved. 

REVISED      SALARY     SCHEDULE      FOR 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  TEACHERS. 
The    following    was    presented: — 
In   answer  to  your   order   of  July  20,   di- 
recting   the    superintendent   and    the    busi- 
ness agent  to  report  a  revision  of  the  sal- 
ary   schedules    that    will    expend    the    pro- 
ceeds of  the  additional  ten  cents  upon  each 
thousand  dollars   of  the  valuation   for   the 
fiscal  year,   Feb.  1,  1912,  to  Feb.  1,  1913,  we 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: — 

We  understand  that  the  School  Commit- 
tee purposes  to  devote  the  entire  sum  thus 
derived  to  increasing  the  salaries  of  teach- 
ers in  the  elementary  schools  of  those 
ranks  for  which  the  maximum  salary 
prior  to  Sept.  1,  1911,  was  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars.  In  order  to  avoid  any 
possible  doubt  that  this  purpose  shall  be 
fully  executed,  it  seems  desirable  to  estab- 
lish schedules  that  will  require  an  increase 
of  expenditure  during  the  year  1912  greater 
than  the  additional  amount  received  In 
that  year. 

It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  determine 
in  advance,  even  for  a  single  year,  the  ex- 
act cost  above  the  former  schedules  of 
the  changes  recommended,  since  the  ex- 
penditure is  continuously  affected: 

(a)  By  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
total  number  of  teachers  in  the  ranks  af- 
fected, the  number  of  which  cannot  be 
accurately  determined  in  advance.  Owing 
to  the  announced  purpose  of  the  Board  to 
reduce  the  quota  of  pupils  per  teacher  in 
the  elementary  schools,  the  number  of 
teachers  will  undoubtedly  increase. 

(b)  By  the  number  of  deaths  and  resig- 
nations, because  teachers  who  resign 
when  on  maximum  salary  will  be  receiv- 
ing a  larger  increase  than  the  teachers 
who  take  the  vacant  places  on  minimum 
salary  will  receive. 

(c)  By  the  varying  anniversaries  of 
teachers  who  have  reached  the  maximum 
salary  of  the  former  schedule,  but  who 
have  not  yet  served  a  year  thereon,  and 
who  should  not  be  advanced  until  their  re- 
spective  anniversaries. 

We  have  not  attempted*  to  establish 
schedules    extending    beyond    the    present 


school  year  because  it  is  exceedingly  diffi- 
cult to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  ac- 
curacy the  variations  arising  under  items 
(a),  (b),  and  (c)  above,  and  because  the 
additional  amount  of  money  available  will 
vary  from  year  to  year  and  cannot  be 
accurately  determined   in   advance. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  sched- 
ules proposed  below  from  Jan.  1,  1912, 
to  Sept.  1,  1912,  and  their  reconsidera- 
tion when  the  salary  schedules  for  the 
school  year  1912-13  are  established  in  June. 
It  will  then  be  possible  to  state  exactly 
how  much  has  been  expended  up  to  that 
time  and  to  estimate  much  more  accurately 
the  requirements  for  the  remainder  of  the 
financial  year. 

There  is,  however,  no  doubt  that  the 
schedules  recommended  can  be  maintained 
until  Jan.  1,  1913,  and  they  certainly 
can  be  increased  at  that  time  because  the 
proceeds  of  an  additional  ten  (10)  cents  or 
twenty  (20)  cents  in  all  upon  each  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  valuation  will  then 
become  available   for  that  purpose. 

The  following  estimate  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  the  number  of  teachers  on  the' 
pay  roll  (Hyde  Park  teachers  not  included) 
on  Dec.  1,  1911,  with  the  assumption  that  for 
the  year  1912  there  will  be  no  increase  or  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  teachers  employed 
and  no  resignations,  and  that  the  anni- 
versaries of  the  teachers  mentioned  under 
(c)  above,  who  were  appointed  between 
Jan.  1  and  May  1  average  as  March  1, 
and  that  those  who  were  appointed  be- 
tween Sept.  1  and  Dec.  1  average  as  Nov. 
1.  On  this  basis  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
increases  recommended  for  the  year  1912 
will  be  $145,792. 

It  is  not  possible  to  state  at  this  time  the 
exact  amount  that  will  become  available 
in  1912  from  the  additional  ten  cents  upon 
each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation, 
because  abatements  are  allowed  until 
Dec.  31.  Ten  cents  upon  the  valuation 
for  1910  produced  $132,389.30  and  for  1911 
$135,541.68,  or  $3,152.28  more  than  for  1910. 
If  the  same  increase  in  valuation  should 
occur  in  1912,  the  proceeds  of  ten  cents 
(exclusive  of  Hyde  Park)  will  be  $138,694.06. 
The  net  income  from  Hyde  Park  will  in- 
crease this  amount  to  slightly  over  $140,- 
000.

As  these  estimates  now  stand,  the  in- 
creased cost  is  apparently  in  excess  of  the 
increase  in  the  money  available.  Since 
both  items  will  vary  somewhat  from  the 
above  estimates,  it  is  not  possible  to  state 
whether  the  maintenance  of  the  schedule 
will  require  more  or  less  than  $5,792  in  ex- 
cess of  the  income  available  for  this  pur- 
pose. In  any  case,  the  amount  required 
should  be  appropriated  from  the  general 
school  fund  of  1912. 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be  stated 
that  both  the  total  cost  and  the  total 
revenue  will  be  slightly  affected  by  the 
annexation  of  Hyde  Park.  In  making  these 
estimates,  neither  the  teachers  in  Hyde 
Park  nor  the  increased  revenue  resulting 
from  the  additional  ten  cents  on  the  valu- 
ation of  Hyde  Park  have  been  consid- 
ered. In  future  estimates,  those  teachers 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  Hyde  Park 
who  were  receiving  $600  per  year  prior  to 
annexation  should  not  be  included,  be- 
cause they  would  doubtless  have  been 
placed  upon  the  second  year  of  the  former 
schedule,  namely  $600,  if  the  salary  act 
had  not  been  passed.  Consequently,  these 
teachers  will  not  cause  an  additional  ex- 
pense above  the  former  schedule  until  they 
have  reached  a  point  above  the  former 
maximum  of  $936. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  it  were  not  for 
the  passage  of  the  salary  act,  those  teach- 
ers in  Hyde  Park  who  prior  to_  annexa- 
tion were  receiving  less  than  $552  would 
have    been    placed   upon    that    salary   upon 
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their  appointment  in  the  Boston  service, 
and  would  have  continued  to  advance  to 
the  former  maximum  of  $936.  Under  the 
new  law,  these  teachers  must  necessarily 
be  appointed  on  the  minimum  of  the  new 
scale,  viz.,  $600,  and  will  advance  to  such 
maximum  as  may  be  subsequently  adopt- 
ed. The  additional  cost  above  the  former 
schedule  should,  therefore,  be  considered 
as  properly  chargeable  to  the  additional 
income.  The  number  of  these  teachers  is 
very  small,  and  for  the  present  year  the 
increased  revenue  from  ten  cents  on  the 
valuation  of  Hyde  Park  will  more  than 
meet  the  cost  of  increasing  their  salaries. 

In  each  of  the  seven  classes  of  teachers 
in  elementary  schools  whose  maximum 
salary  prior  to  Sept.  1,  1911,  was  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  we  have  rec- 
ommended increases  on  the  minimum  of  $48 
and  on  the  maximum  of  $98.

DEATH  OF  DR.  JOHN  TETLOW. 
The  following  resolves  were  offeied:— 
RESOLVED,  That  the  School  Committee 
has  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  death 
of  Dr.  John  Tetlow,  late  head-master 
emeritus,  of  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  which 
took  place  on  December  9,  1911,  as  the  un- 
expected result  of  an  accident  that  seemed 
at  the  time  not  to  have  been  of  a  danger- 
ous character. 

Dr.  Tetlow  was  born  in  Providence,  R.  I., 
on  April  1,  1843,  received  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  that  city,  and 
was  later  graduated  from  Brown  Univers- 
ity, which  university  gave  him  the  honor- 


ary degree  of  D.  Sc.  in  1892.  On  January 
22,  187S,  he  was  elected,  without  a  dissent- 
ing vote,  prinicipal  of  the  Girls'  Latin 
School  of  Boston.  On  September  8,  1S85,  he 
was  again  elected,  without  a  dissenting 
vote,  as  head-master  of  the  Girls'  High 
School,  and  thus  these  two  important 
schools  came  under  his  sole  principalship. 
In  1907,  when  the  Girls'  Latin  School  re- 
moved to  its  new  building  in  the  Fenway, 
Dr.  Tetlow  gave  up  his  connection  with  the 
Girls'  High  School  continuing  as  head- 
master of  the  Girls'  Latin  School  until  his 
retirement  from  the  service,  on  his  own  re- 
quest, August  31,  1910. 

Dr.  Tetlow  was  a  scholar  of  singular 
breadth  and  accuracy,  essentially  a 
teacher  who  could  tolerate  none  but  the 
highest  possible  standards  in  the  work  of 
teachers  and  pupils.  Patient,  conscien- 
tious, absolutely  devoted  to  his  profes- 
sion, he  aimed  to  inspire  his  pupils  with 
a  genuine  respect  for  learning  and  in- 
tellectual accomplishment.  In  him  the 
schools  of  Boston  had  a  principal  of 
national  reputation,  who  well  deserved 
the  high  es+eem  in  which  he  was  uni- 
versally held  as  the  organizer  and 
builder  of  one  great  classical  school,  and 
the  efficient  and  skilful  head  of  another 
school  of  no  less  importance. 

Dr.  Tetlow  was  a  man  of  steadfast- 
ness, sincerity,  and  patient  purpose, 
methodical  and  attentive  to  every  detail, 
deeply  concerned  in  his  work,  having 
ever  in  mind  the  highest  standards,  and 
steadily  progressing  towards  their  at- 
tainment. 

His  career  was  long  and  honorable. 
He  built  wisely  and  his  work  will  endure. 
He  received  during  his  lifetime  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  his  associates  in 
professional  and  social  life,  of  his 
teachers  and  of  his  pupils.  He  retired 
from  active  service  while  in  the  full 
maturity  of  his  powers  and  his  end  was 
peace. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  School  Com- 
mittee joins  with  the  other  friends  of 
Dr.  Tetlow  in  appreciation  of  his  high 
character  and  achievement,  and  ex- 
presses its  sincere  sympathy  to  the 
members  of  his  family  in  the  loss  they 
have  sustained. 

Adopted  unanimously,  and  a  copy 
thereof  ordered  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
family  of  the  late  Dr.  Tetlow.

Teachers  in  day  in- 
dustrial schools  for  girls  shall  consist  of 
principals,  holding  the  rank  of  master, 
first  assistants,  assistants,  vocational  as- 
sistants, trade  assistants,  and  helpers. 
Teachers  in  day  industrial  schools  for 
boys  shall  consist  of  principals,  holding 
the  rank  of  master,  instructors  in  draw- 
ing, trade  instructors,  assistant  trade  in- 
structors, assistants,  and  helpers. 

2.  There  shall  be  one  principal  in  each 
day  industrial  school.  In  day  industrial 
schools  for  girls  there  shall  be  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  first  assistants,  trade  as- 
sistants, and  helpers  to  make  the  total 
number  of  teachers  of  these  ranks,  ex- 
clusive of  the  principal,  equal  to  one  for 
every  fifteen  pupils.  In  day  industrial 
schools  for  boys  there  shall  be  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  instructors  in  drawing, 
trade  instructors,  assistant  trade  in- 
structors, assistants,  and  helpers  to  make 
the  total  number  of  teachers  of  these 
ranks,  exclusive  of  the  principal,  equal  to 
one  for  every  fifteen  pupils.  Assistants 
in  the  elementary  schools  may  be  trans- 
ferred by  the  superintendent  to  day  in- 
dustrial schools.  Teachers  so  transferred 
shall  be  counted  in  the  number  of  teach 
ers  to  which  such  industrial  school  is  en- 
titled under  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph, but  shall  remain  subject  to  all 
regulations  applicable  to  assistants  in 
elementary  schools.

Add  the  following  at 
the  close  of  the  paragraph:  provided,  that 
pupils  absent  from  school  for  more  than 
ten  consecutive  school  days  who  still  live 
in  the  district  and  who  intend  to  return 
to  school,  shall  be  temporarily  discharged, 
—so  that  the  paragraph  will  read  as  fol-

4.  In  reckoning  the  average  membership 
and  the  percentage  of  attendance  in  the 
schools,  no  pupil's  name  shall  be  omitted 
in  counting  the  number  of  persons  belong-

that  such  pupil  has  withdrawn  from  the 
school  without  intention  of  returning,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  such  knowledge,  after 
investigation  by  the  truant  officer,  until 
ten  consecutive  days  of  absence  have  been 
recorded;  provided,  that  pupils  absent  from 
school  for  more  than  ten  consecutive  school 
days  who  still  live  in  the  district  and  who 
intend  to  return  to  school,  shall  be  tem- 
porarily discharged. 

Sect.  292,  par.  1.  Insert  in  the  third  line 
to  follow  the  words  "master's  assistants," 
the  following: — 

First  assistants,  grammar  school,  so  that 
the  paragraph  will  read  as  follows: — 

1.  Teachers  .of  elementary  schools  shall 
consist  of  principals  holding  the  rank  of 
master,  sub-masters,  master's  assistants, 
first  assistants,  grammar  school,  first  as- 
sistant in  charge,  assistants,  first  assist- 
ants of  kindergartens,  and  assistants  of 
kindergartens.

An  addi- 
tional teacher  in  special  classes  may  be 
appointed  for  an  excess  of  ten  pupils,  and 
may  be  removed  or  transferred  when 
there  is  a  deficiency  of  ten  pupils.  The 
basis  for  determining  the  number  of 
teachers  to  which  a  district  is  entitled 
shall  be  the  total  number  of  pupils  be- 
longing, including  pupils  temporarily  dis- 
charged under  the  provisions  of  Section 
217,  paragraph  4,  of  the  Regulations,  on 
the  last  school  day  of  the  month  preceding 
the  date  on  which  the  appointment  is  to 
take    effect. 

Par  5.  Strike  out  the  paragraph  and  ac-

OPEN-AIR  ROOMS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Jan.  8,  1912,  in  response  to  the  request  of 
the  School  Committee  for  more  complete 
information  concerning  the  present  status 
of  open-air  classes,  submitting  several  re- 
ports on  this  subject,  and  making  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations: — 

1.  That  open  air  classes  be  considered  a 
medical  rather  than  a  pedagogical  ques- 
tion, and  that  the  Director  of  School 
Hygiene  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  designating  and  establishing  such 
classes,  as  well  as  with  the  responsibility 
for  the  physical  and  hygienic  directions 
involved. 

2.  That  the  present  classes  be  considered 
as  provisional  in  nature.  No  rapid  de- 
velopment of  the  work  should  be  under- 
taken until  the  experience  from  classes 
now  in  operation  gives  a  wise  basis  for 
future  extension.  Contemplated  activities 
of  other  municipal  agencies  promise  to 
affect  the  problem  in  some  degree  and  the 
place  that  the  school  system  will  fill  in 
dealing  with  the  whole  subject  of  the  de- 
fective child  will  be  probably  more  clear 
in  the  near  future. 

3.  That  the  open  air  classes  now  formed 
or  contemplated  be  considered  as  approxi- 
mating the  immediate  possibilities   of  the

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
Jan.  15,  1912,  recommending  that  the 
Course  of  Study  for  the  Evening  High

SCHOOL   ATHLETICS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  Jan.  12,  1912, 
stating  that  he  had  discussed  at  length 
with  the  high  school  head-masters,  the 
proposition  to  have  the  School  Committee 
assume  the  financial  control  of  athletics, 
and  transmitting  the  following  plan  which 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  head- 
masters and  of  the  Business  Agent:— 
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A  PLAN  FOR  THE  ASSUMPTION  BY 
THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
FINANCIAL  SUPPORT  OF  HIGH 
SCHOOL    ATHLETICS. 

1.  The  School  Committee  shall  assume 
the  entire  financial  support  of  high  school 
athletics  to  the  end  that  all  high  schools 
may  have  an  equality  of  opportunity  for 
athletics. 

2.  The  present  rules  for  school  athletics 
shall  be  revised  and  extended  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  indicated  in  the 
preceding  paragraph. 

3.  The  general  principles  of  the  plan 
shall  be  as  follows: — 

a.  The  School  Committee  shall  provide 
officials  and  suitable  grounds  inclosed  or 
uninclosed  as  need  requires. 

b.  Head-masters  of  high  schools  shall 
make  requisition  for  such  material  and 
equipment  for  athletics  as  they  require 
and  such  requisitions,  after  approval  by 
the  Director  of  School  Hygiene  and  the 
Business  Agent,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Auditor  to  be  filled  and  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
physical  education.  The  Athletic  Com- 
mittee shall  establish  an  authorized  list  of 
such  material  and  equipment. 

c.  Teacher-managers  shall  receive  ade- 
quate compensation  for  extra  duties  per- 
formed in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  pro- 
vided for  supervisors  of  athletics  in  the 
elementary  schools. 

d.  The  Regulation  of  admission  to  games 


shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  athletic 
committee.  Admission  may  be  charged 
for  such  games  as  the  athletic  committee 
may  determine,  but  the  price  of  admission 
shall  be  fixed  as  low  as  is  conducive  to  a 
proper  control   of  the  attendance. 

e.  All  moneys  received  from  athletics 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Auditor  of  the 
School  Committee,  who  shall  deposit  such 
sums  with  the  City  Collector  and  account 
for  them  to  the  City  Auditor  in  the  same 
manner  required  by  the  Regulations  for  all 
such  income. 

f.  The  Business  Agent  shall  make  requi- 
sitions on  the  City  Auditor  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  pay  rolls  and  accounts  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  plan, 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  the 
Regulations  for  all  other  expenditures  by 
the  School  Committee. 

Placed  on  file,  the  accompanying  plan 
adopted,  provided  that  the  prices  charged 
for  admission  to  games  shall  be  established 
by  the  Business  Agent  at  such  rates  as 
will  reduce,  so  far  as  possible,  the  cost  to 
the  School  Committee  of  carrying  the  plan 
into  effect.

one  clerical  assistant  may  be  divided  to 
advantage  in  two  neighboring  school  dis- 
tricts. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  favors  the 
gradual  introduction  of  such  clerical  as- 
sistants, and  suggests  that  for  the  present 
only  a  limited  number  of  appointments 
be  made,  and  to  districts  where,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Superintendent,  there  is 
the  greatest  need  for  assistance. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  salary 
for  clerical  assistants  in  the  elementary 
schools  be  established  at  the  following 
rates:  First  year,  $600;  second  year,  $660; 
third  and  subsequent  years,  $720. 

If  the  foregoing  schedule  is  adopted,  and 
the  appointments  are  limited  to  six  in  num- 
ber, beginning  in  September  next,  the  sal- 
ary expense  for  the  current  financial  year 
will  be  $1200.  If  the  number  of  clerical 
assistants  be  increased  in.  January,  1913, 
to  twelve,  the  expense  for  the  ensuing 
financial  year  will  be  about  $7300. 

To  this  amount  should  of  course  be  add- 
ed the  cost  of  typewriting  machines  for 
those  schools  not  already  provided  with 
machines. 

The  Board  further  recommends  that  cler- 
ical assistants  in  both  high  and  elemen- 
tary schools  be  required  to  be  on  duty 
from  S.30  A.M.  to  4.30  P.M.,  with  one 
hour  intermission  for  luncheon,  on  all 
school   days   during   the   school   year,   and 
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on  such  other  days  between  Sept.  1  and 
June  30  as  the  principal  may  direct;  pro- 
vided, that  services  rendered  on  Saturdays 
may  not  extend  beyond  one  o'clock  P.M. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  therein  adopted,  to  take 
effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  in 
September,   1912. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  salary  of  clerical 
assistants  in  the  elementary  schools  be 
established  at  the  following  rates:  First 
year,  $600;  second  year,  $660;  third  and 
subsequent  years,  $720.

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows:— 

Section  292.  Add  the  following  paragraph 
to  be  numbered  7. 

7.  In  each  elementary  district  having 
thirty-five  or  more  regular  grade  teachers, 
one  clerical  assistant  may  be  appointed. 
A  clerical  assistant  may  also  be  appointed 
for  service  in  any  two  districts,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  superintendent. 

Add  the  following  section  to  be  numbered

Sect.  313.  Clerical  assistants  in  Normal, 
Latin,  high  and  elementary  schools  shall 
be  required  to  be  on  duty  from  S.30  o'clock, 
A.M.  to  4.30  o'clock,  P.M.,  with  one  hour 
intermission  for  luncheon,  on  all  school 
days  during  the  school  year,  and  on  such 
other  days  as  the  principal  may  direct; 
provided,  that  service  rendered  on  Satur- 
days may  not  extend  beyond  one  o'clock, 
P.M. 

Section  344,  paragraph  1.  Add  the  follow- 
ing at  the  close  of  the  paragraph :— pro- 
vided that  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
with  respect  to  leaves  of  absence  (1)  be- 
cause   of   death   in   the   immediate   family; 

(2)  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  teacher  or 
school    officer   in   the    employ   of   the   city; 

(3)  for  court  attendance  on  school  busi- 
ness, shall  also  apply  to  clerical  assis- 
tants and  bookkeepers— so  that  the  para- 
graph will  read  as  follows:— 

Sect.  344.  1.  The  salaries  of  mem- 
bers of  the  supervising  staff  and  of 
teachers  absent  from  duty  to  visit  other 
schools,  not  exceeding  two  days  in  each 
school  year,  and  for  teachers  of  un- 
graded classes  not  exceeding  three  days 
in  each  year  or  under  leave  granted  by 
the  superintendent:  (1)  because  of  death 
in  the  immediate  family  of  the  teacher 
for  not  more  than  Ave  days;  (2)  to  attend 
the  funeral  of  a  teacher  or  school  officer 
in  the  employ  of  the  city,  or  of  a  prin- 
cipal emeritus,  for  not  more  than  one 
day;  (3)  for  service  in  teachers'  insti- 
tutes held  under  the  direction  of  state 
boards  of  education  or  to  take  part  in 
teachers'  associations,  for  not  more  than 
three  days;  (4>  for  court  attendance  on 
school  business;  (5)  for  absence  on  leave 
granted  by  the  superintendent  to  prin- 
cipals of  schools  or  districts  not  ex- 
ceeding three  days  in  each  school  year, 
pv  evening  school  term,  shall  be  subject 
to  no  deduction  for  the  period  of  absence, 
provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph with  respect  to  leaves  of  absence 
(1)  because  of  death  in  the  immediate 
family;  (2)  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a 
teacher  or  school  officer  in  the  employ  of 
the  city;  (3)  for  court  attendance  on 
school  business,  shall  apply  to  clerical 
assistants  and  bookkeepers. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.

SYSTEM  OF  ACCOUNTING  AND 
COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  TRADE 
SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
Anna  F.  Wellington,  Secretary  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  of  the  Trade  School  for 
Girls,  under  date  of  Jan.  23,  1912,  stating 
that  at  the  last  meeting  of  that  Com- 
mittee, the  following  resolves  were  agreed 
on: — 

1.  That  this  Committee  respectively  call 
the  attention  of  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee to  the  need  of  intelligently  analyzed 
and  easily  available  information  as  to  the 
finances  of  this  School  and  the  difficulty 
if  not  impossibility  of  getting  such  in- 
formation under  the  present  system  of 
accounting.  In  view  of  the  importance  of 
such  information  as  bearing  upon  the  more 
important  questions-  of  policy  we  request 
that  a  system  of  accounting  adapted  to 
the  peculiar  account  of  Industrial  schools 
be  introduced  in  the  Trade  School  for 
Girls  and  we  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  form  of  Cash  Journal  and  Ledger 
prepared  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
for  use  in  Industrial  Schools  would  ade- 
quately meet  the  situation. 

2.  The  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Trade  School  for  Girls  respectfully  urge 
the    School    Committee    to    reconsider   the 


two-year  course  for  the  Trade  School 
for  Girls,  which  was  presented  to  them 
List  year  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of    Superintendents. 

The  first  resolve  was  referred  to  the 
Business  Agent  for  consideration  and  re- 
port. 

The  second  resolve  was  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  considera- 
tion and  report. 

ADDITIONAL    ACCOMMODATIONS, 
GERMANTOWN  DISTRICT. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
William  H.  Gleason,  Secretary  of  the 
Germantown  Citizens'  Association,  under 
date  of  Jan.  22,  1912,  requesting  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  building  in  that  district  at 
an  approximate  cost  of  $30,000. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary 
directed  to  reply  thereto  to  the  following 
effect: — 

The  School  Committee  has  already 
taken  steps  to  make  an  appropriation 
amounting  to  $10,000  available  for  addi- 
tional accommodations  in  Germantown, 
and  it  now  rests  with  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  expend 
that  sum  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
intended.  The  School  Committee  is  very 
desirous  that  proper  and  adequate  school 
accommoditions  shall  be  provided  for 
your  community,  but  the  number  of  chil- 
dren residing  in  the  district  is  insuffi- 
cient to  warrant  the  erection  at  this  time 
of  a  new  building  to  cost  approximately 
$30,000. 

PURCHASE     OF     A     PROJECTION     AP- 
PARATUS, TRESCOTT  SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Ed- 
ward H.  Baxter,  Secretary  pro  tern,  Hyde 
Park  School  Committee,  under  date  of  Jan. 
15,  1912,  stating  that  at  a  meeting  held  on 
Dec.  1,  1911,  the  following  action  was 
taken: — 

VOTED:  That  we  recommend  to  the  Bos- 
ton School  Committee  the  purchase  of  a 
projection  apparatus  for  the  Trescott 
School. 

Referred  to  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners. 

REVISED     COURSE     OF     STUDY,     ME- 
CHANIC ARTS  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School,  under  date  of  Jan.  15,  1912,  contain- 
ing various  recommendations  with  refer- 
ence to  a  revised  course  of  study  for  that 
school,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  passed  at 
the  meeting  of  Sept.  20,  1909  (see  p.  125). 

Laid  over,  and  the  head-master  of  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School  requested  to 
inform  this  Board  at  its  next  meeting  of 
his  views  with  respect  to  the  advisability 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  the  foregoing  report. 


FRESH   AIR  IN   THE   SCHOOLS. 

The  following  report  and  accompanying 
orders  were  submitted  by  Messrs.  Lee 
and  Leen. 

A.     INTRODUCTORY. 

Getting  fresh  air.  into  the  schools  is  an 
object  that  can  only  be  accomplished  by 
the  cooperation  of  the  whole  school  de- 
partment, including  the  principals,  teach- 
ers, and  janitors,  as  well  as  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  and  the  School  Committee 
itself. 

What  has  already  been  accomplished  has 
been  the  result  of  such  cooperation.  The 
marked  improvement  of  the  past  few  years 
is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  interest 
shown  by  the  teachers,  and  in  many  in- 
stances to   their  initiative.     Teachers  have 
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done  pioneer  work  in  this  important  sub- 
ject. In  our  open-air  rooms  they  have 
largely  worked  out  their  own  methods — in 
several  instances  with  admirable  results. 
Teachers  have  taken  the  initiative  in  start- 
ing fresh  air  rooms  not  especially  for 
anaemic  children,  and  have  thus  fur- 
nished an  object  lesson  for  a  new  depart- 
ure recommended  in  this  report.  Some  or 
the  principals  have,  with  the  loyal  sup- 
port of  their  teachers  and  janitors,  made 
the  school  rooms  throughout  their  districts 
very  largely  fresh  air  rooms.  The  Board 
of  Superintendents  has  carried  the  policy 
of  open-air  rooms  proper,  namely,  those 
strictly  for  anaemic  and  delicate  children, 
as  far  as  apparently  it  can  conveniently 
be  carried  at  the  present  time. 

The  question  now  is  of  making  a  further 
advance.  Probably  we  all  feel— certainly 
vour  committee  feels— that  what  has  so 
far  been  accomplished  is  only  a  beginning. 
Our  schools  like  those  of  all  other  cities 
in  this  country— and  almost  all  office  build- 
ings, factories  and  houses  too,  for  that 
matter— are  still  far  from  ideal  in  this 
respect.  We  all  believe  in  fresh  air.  The 
only  question  is  how  it  can  be  brought  into 
every  school  room  with  the  least  dis- 
turbance to  the  other  interests  of  the 
schools.  The  improvements  recommended 
in  this  report  and  embodied  in  the  ac- 
companying orders,  and  also  the  solutions 
herein  offered  of  some  practical  difficulties 
that  have  arisen  under  previous  orders 
on  this  subject,  have  practically  all  of 
them    been   suggested   by   teachers. 

It  should  be  definitely  understood  that, 
as  is  inevitable  under  any  new  and  grow- 
ing policy  like  the  one  here  dealt  with, 
the  measures  now  proposed  must  be  partly 
tentative.  What  we  desire  is  that  the 
principals,  teachers  and  janitors,  upon 
whose  zeal,  and  interest  in  the  children, 
the  success  of  this  whole  fresh  air  policy 
must  in  the  last  analysis  depend,  will  give 
these  new  provisions  a  fair  trial,  and  that 
they  will  also,  from  time  to  time,  give  the 
school  committee  and  other  school  au- 
thorities the  benefit  of  whatever  sugges- 
tions for  improvement  their  experience 
may   enable   them  to  make. 

B.     CLASSIFICATION   OF    PUPILS. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report  the  chil- 
dren in  the  schools  may  be  considered  in 
the  following  classes:— 

I.  All  the  children  in  the  schools,  as  all 
are  vitally  affected  by  the  matter  of  ven- 
tilation. 

II.  The  delicate  children,  chiefly  anaemic, 
of  whom  about  five  thousand  were  found 
in  the  census  of  such  children  made  in  the 
fall  of  1910,  and  of  whom  the  Board  of 
Health  has  this  year  reported  a  total  of 
some  four  thousand  cases. 

III.  Children  that  need  a  more  careful 
and  extensive  open  air  treatment  than  is 
practicable  in  the  ordinary  open  air  room. 

IV.  Children  having  open  tuberculosis, 
such  as  would  be  dangerous  to  others. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  above  classification 
the  committee  reports  that  the  following 
measures  should  be  taken  at  once. 

C.     SUGGESTED  ACTION. 

I.     For  all  the  rooms. 

1.  The  attention  of  teachers  and  jani- 
tors should  be  again  called  to  the  Board's 
regulation  on  the  subject  of  ventilation, 
especially  sections  226  and  231  of  the 
regulations   and   rules   30-34   for  janitors. 

2.  That  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
should  again  be  requested,  in  the  words 
of  the  Board's  Order  passed  November  7, 
1910: — - 

"To  provide  that  all  rooms  in  new 
school  buildings  shall,  on  one  side  at 
least,  open  wholly  from  floor  to  ceiling 
to  the  outer  air,  in  order  that  during 
warm  weather,  at  least,  the  pupils  may 
nave  as  much  fresh  air  as  possible." 


3.  The  windows  in  all  school  rooms 
should  receive  one  more  washing  every 
year,  or  two  more  cleanings  on  the  in- 
side. 

The  importance  of  having  the  rooms 
constructed  a's  requested  in  the  above 
order  arises  from  the  fact,  generally  too 
little  considered  in  dealing  with  this  sub- 
ject, that  more  than  half  our  school  year 
is  during  warm  weather,  so  that  it  would 
be  better  for  the  children  to  have  school 
outdoors  during  four  months  or  more,  if 
that  were  feasible.  They  would  profit 
greatly  by  having  conditions  in  the 
schoolroom  as  near  like  outdoors  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  above  statement  as  to  temperature 
is  based  upon  reports  obtained  from  the 
Weather  Bureau  and  from  carefully 
recorded  observations  in  open  air  rooms 
already   existing. 

Consultation  with  architects  seems  to 
show  that  the  construction  requested  in 
this  order  is  entirely  feasible  and  does 
not  involve  any  great  additional  expense. 

II.  Open  Air  Rooms. 

The  importance  of  open  air  rooms  is 
partly  for  the  delicate  (chiefly  anaemic) 
children.  These  rooms,  however,  unless 
they  are  made  to  include  a  large  propor- 
tion of  all  the  school  rooms  in  the  city, 
can  never  fully  meet  the  needs  even  of 
this  class,  because  these  delicate  children 
are  found  scattered  in  such  small  numbers 
among  the  different  grades  and  different 
buildings  that  it  is  impossible  to  bring 
them  together  into  special  rooms  without 
a  very  great  expense.  Perhaps  the  chief 
value  of  the  open  air  rooms,  even  for 
these  delicate  children,  is  to  serve  as  ob- 
ject lessons,  of  the  advantages  of  fresh 
air,  and  so  eventually  affect  all  the  rooms 
and  all  the  children  and  teachers  in  them. 

We  would  accordingly  recommend  that 
in  addition  to  the  open  air  rooms  for 
anaemic  and  other  delicate  children  al- 
ready established,  and  such  further  rooms 
of  that  class  as  the  board  of  superinten- 
dents may  from  time  to  time  find  it 
feasible  to  provide  there  should  be  in  every 
permanent  school  building  at  least  one 
fresh  air  room,  not  especially  for  anaemic 
children,  so  far  as  rooms  suitable  for  this 
purpose  can  be  found.  An  order  defining 
how  these  rooms  should  be  carried  on  is 
appended  hereto. 

All  rooms  especially  designed  and  built 
as  open  air  rooms  should  be  used  as  such. 

As  to  open  air  rooms  proper,  namely, 
those  for  anaemic  and  delicate  children, 
we  believe  that  the  number  of  pupils  to 
the  teacher  ought  to  be  reduced  to  36,  in- 
asmuch as  these  children  who  are  so  back- 
ward physically  are  also  apt  to  be  back- 
ward in  other  ways,  and  classes  composed 
of  them  are  difficult  to  deal  with. 

Scales  for  weighing  all  children  in  open 
air  rooms  should  be  provided. 

III.  As  to  the  fourth  class  of  children 
above  mentioned,  namely,  those  having 
definite  tuberculosis,  whose  presence  in  the 
class-room  would  be  dangerous  to  other 
pupils,  the  Board  of  Health  has  so  far  only 
discovered  thirteen  of  such  children  among 
over  42,000,  and  these  have  been  excluded 
from  the  schools. 

IV.  As  to  the  children  not  dangerous  to 
their  fellow  pupils,  but  requiring  a  more 
definite  open  air  treatment  than  can  be  af- 
forded in  the  ordinary  open  air  room,  the 
committee  desires  time  for  further  con- 
sultation with  the  Consumptives'  Hospital 
trustees. 

The  Board,  therefore,  recommends  the 
passage  of  the  following  orders:— 

1.  ORDERED,  That  the  attention  of  all 
principals  is  hereby  called  to  the  general 
regulations  of  the  Board  relating  to  the 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  school 
rooms,  particularly  to  section  226,  para- 
graph 1,  and  to  section  231,  and  they  are 
requested  to  call  the  attention  of  their 
teachers  to  these  regulations. 
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It  is  suggested  to  principals  in  this  con- 
nection that  children  should  be  allowed  to 
wear  their  outer  clothing  whenever  they 
feel  cold  without  it,  especially  those  seated 
near  the  windows,  rather  than  deprive  all 
the  children  in  the  room  of  the  air  they 
need. 

2.  ORDERED,  That  the  Schoolhouse 
Custodian  is  hereby  directed  to  call  the 
attention  of  all  janitors  to  those  provis- 
ions in  the  Rules  for  Janitors  relating  to 
heating  and  ventilating  of  school  buildings, 
especially  to  rules  30  to  34  inclusive,  and  to 
that  part  of  rule  34  which  states  that  this 
Board  does  not  desire  the  saving  of  fuel 
at  the  expense  of  the  health  of  pupils  by 
failure  to  provide  a  sufficient  amount  of 
heat  and  fresh  air  in   class  rooms. 

3.  ORDERED,  That  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  is  hereby 
again  requested,  as  in  the  order  passed 
by  this  Board  on  Nov.  7,  19-10,  to  provide 
that  all  rooms  in  new  school  buildings 
shall,  on  one  side  at  least,  open  wholly 
from  floor  to  ceiling  to  the  outer  air,  in 
order  that  during  warm  weather,  at  least, 
the    pupils    may   have   as   much   fresh  air 

flS    DOSSlfolC. 

4.  ORDERED.  That  rule  19  of  the 
Rules  for  Janitors,  Engineers  and 
Matrons,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  said  rule  and  inserting  the  follow- 
ing in  place  thereof: — 

Rule  19.  Windows  shall  be  cleaned  on 
both  sides  twice  each  year,  once  during 
the  April  vacation,  and  again  during  the 
lgst  week  of  the  summer  vacation.  Win- 
dows shall  also  be  cleaned  on  the  inside 
curing  the  last  two  weeks  in  November, 
and  again  during  the  first  two  weeks  in 
February   in  each  year. 

5.  ORDERED,  That  the  schedule  gov- 
erning the  compensation  of  janitors  of 
school  buildings  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  following  at  the  end  of  the 
paragraph  establishing  the  rate  of  pay- 
ment for  washing  of  windows, — For  each 
of  the  two  additional  cleaning  of  win- 
dows on  the  inside,  required  by  rule,  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  at  the  rate  of  one- 
fourth  of  one  cent  per  square  foot,  on 
the  certification  of  the  Schoolhouse  Cus- 
todian. 

6.  ORDERED,  That  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  School  Hygiene  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  consider  and  report  as  to  the 
advisability  of  requiring  class  rooms  to  be 
swept  more  frequently;  reducing  the  tem- 
perature required  to  be  maintained  in  such 
rooms  from  67  degrees  to  65  degrees  F;  and 
supplying  cloth  screens  for  filtering  the  air 
supply  for  such  rooms. 

7.  ORDERED,  That  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents be  not  required  to  establish  the 
full  number  of  forty  open  air  rooms  for 
anaemic  and  other  delicate  children  as 
directed  by  the  order  passed  by  this  Board 
March  27,  1911,  but  requested  to  increase 
the  number  of  such  rooms  as  opportunity 
may  be  found  to  do  so  without  placing  in 
any  single  room  of  this  character  children 
belonging  to  more  than  two  grades,  in 
which  rooms  the  quota  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  shall  be  thirty-six. 

S.  ORDERED,  That  pupils  assigned  to 
open-air  rooms  for  anaemic  and  delicate 
children  shall  be  selected  by  the  Director 
of  School  Hygiene  from  among  those  who 
are  reported  to  be  anaemic,  undersized  or 
otherwise  belonging  to  classes  likely  to  be 
benefited  by  fresh  air  treatment,  by  the 
school  physicians. 

9.  ORDERED,  That  in  open  air  rooms 
for  anaemic  and  delicate  children,  the 
course  of  study,  and  other  requirements 
and  regulations  may  be  modified  by  f.he 
assistant  superintendent  in  charge,  in  his 
discretion,  after  consultation  with  the  Di- 
rector of  School  Hygiene. 

10.  ORDERED,  That  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents is  hereby  directed  to  place 
emphasis  with  principals  and  teachers  on 
the  necessity  of  an  ample  supply  of  fresh 
air    being    provided    for    class-rooms,    and 


to  establish  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable, 
at  least  one  fresh  air  room,  not  especially 
for  anaemic  and  delicate  children,  in  every 
permanent  school  building  so  far  as 
suitable  rooms  for  the  purpose  can  be 
found,  and  to  see  that  all  rooms  in  school 
buildings  designed  and  constructed  as  open 
air  rooms  be  utilized  as  such. 

11.  ORDERED,  That  the  following  gen- 
eral requirements  shall  be  observed  in 
fresh  air  rooms:  The  purpose  is  to  have 
such  rooms  supplied  with  as  much  fresh 
air  as  possible,  without  making  them  too 
cold.  As  a  general  rule  the  windows  on  two 
sides  of  these  rooms  should  be  kept  open, 
or  the  windows  on  one  side  wide  open,  at 
all  times,  except  when  the  temperature  in 
the  room  goes  below  60  degrees  F.,  or  when 
rain,  high  wind,  dust,  or  some  other  special 
condition  seriously  interferes.  Teachers 
should  use  good  judgment  in  this  matter. 
On  cloudy,  damp  days,  or  when  the  wind 
blows  strongly  into  the  room,  it  may  be 
best  to  keep  the  temperature  as  high  as 
60  degrees  F.,  while  on  sunny  days  when 
the  wind  is  not  blowing  directly  into  a 
room,  the  temperature  may  safely  be  al- 
lowed to  go  considerably  lower.  Children, 
in  these  rooms  especially,  should  be  al- 
lowed to  wear  their  outer  clothing  when- 
ever they  feel  cold  without  it,  rather  than 
to  deprive  other  children  in  the  room  of 
the  air  they  need.  Children  who  are 
heated  by  exercise  in  gymnasiums  or  else- 
where should  not  be  exposed  to  drafts. 
Teachers  should  especially  watch  children 
seated  near  the  windows,  and  should  see 
that  every  child  is  warm  enough  to  work 
and  enjoy  himself. 

The  conduct  of  such  rooms  in  other  re- 
spects should  be  such  as  the  assistant 
superintendent  in  charge,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Director  of  School  Hygiene, 
shall  determine. 

12.  ORDERED,  That  the  Director  of 
School  Hygiene  shall  have  the  children  oc- 
cupying open  air  rooms  weighed  at  such 
intervals  as  he  may  determine,  and  the 
results  properly  recorded. 

13.  ORDERED  That  the  Business  Agent 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  provide 
scales  in  the  following-named  buildings:—

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting  of 
Sept.  18,  1911  (see  p.  115),  amending  sections 
336,  paragraphs  4  and  5,  with  reference  to 
the  salaries  of  members  of  the  supervising 
staff  and  teachers  who  retire  during  the 
summer,  and  those  failing  to  resume  their 
duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  was 
taken  up  and  passed.

The  order  laid  over  at  the  meeting  of 
Jan.  15,  1912  (see  p.  198),  amending  section 
310,  paragraphs  1  and  2,  with  reference  to 
the  number  and  rank  of  teachers  in  the 
day  industrial  schools  was  taken  up  and 
passed. 

TRANSFER      OF      BOSTON        NORMAL 
SCHOOL     TO     STATE    CONTROL. 

The  communication  received  from  the 
Mayor  at  the  meeting  of  Dec.  4,  1911, 
(see  p.  167),  relative  to  State  support  and 
State  control  of  the  Boston  Normal 
School  was  taken  from  the  table,  placed 
on  file,  and  the  following  reply  directed 
to  be  transmitted  to  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  copies  thereof  to  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  on  Education,  and  to 
the   State  Board  of  Education: — 

The  School  Committee  has  very  care- 
fully considered  your  Honor's  communi- 
cation dated  November  27,  1911,  with 
referen'o*  jto  the  transfer  of  the  Boston 
Normal  School  to  the  Commonwealth, 
and  has  also  considered  with  equal  care 
the  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion Relative  to  Chapter  97  of  the  Re- 
solves of  1911,  in  the  matter  of  a  State 
Normal  School  in  or  near  Boston  (House 
Bill  No.  4,  1912).  In  response  to  Tour 
Honor's  invitation  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee express  its  opinion  upon  this 
matter,  the  following  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted:— 

The  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Boston  Normal  School  is  now  about  $40, 
000  annually,  and  it  has  been  urged  that 
by  transferring  the  school  to  the  State 
the  city  would  make  a  considerable  sav- 
ing, estimated  at  about  $27,000  in  a  re- 
port made  by  the  Finance  Commission  on 
the  subject.  It  is  pointed  out,  however, 
in  the  same  report  that  this  saving  might 
very  easily  be  offset  by  the  city's  con- 
tribution to  the  state  tax  if  the  scope  of 
the  school  and  the  number  of  pupils  at- 
tending it  be  largely  increased,  as  would 
seem  probable  should  the  school  come 
under  State  control,  a.nd  as  intimated  in 
the  recent  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  on  the  subject.  Any  saving 
therefore,  would  probably  be  largely  re- 
duced within  a  comparatively  short  time, 
and  would  ultimately  entirely  disappear. 
The  objections  to  the  transfer  are  nota- 
bly two:  First,  that  under  State  control 
Boston  would  lose  the  advantage  of  con- 
ducting the  school  in  accordance  with  its 
own  standards,  and  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  fitting  the  graduates  to  become 
efficient  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of 
Boston;  nor  could  the  School  Committee 
continue  unhampered  its  policy  of  raising 
these  standards  and  thus  improving  the 
quality  of  the  instruction  given  in  the  pub- 
lic school  system  generally,  especially  in 
the  elementary  schools. 


Second,  the  School  Committee  believes 
that  the  merit  system  governing  the  ap- 
pointment of  teachers  in  general  which  it 
has  established,  and  which  is  also  applied 
to  the  graduates  of  the  Normal  School, 
is  intrinsically  sound,  advantageous  to  the 
school  system,  and  meets  acceptably  the 
natural  demand  of  the  community  that 
the  children  of  the  people  shall  be  taught 
by  the  daughters  of  the  people,  who  have 
been  trained  especially  for  such  service. 
Should  the  Normal  School  be  transferred  to 
the  control  of  the  State  it  would  practi- 
cally be  impossible  to  avoid  complications 
with  respect  to  the  appointment  of  its 
graduates  as  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  city,  which  would  be  difficult  if  not 
impossible  of  satisfactory  adjustment,  and 
which  might  result  in  the  overthrow  of 
the  merit  system  of  appointment,  and  in 
general  dissatisfaction  and  disappointment. 

These  are  but  two  of  many  reasons  that 
could  be  stated  in  opposition  to  State  con- 
trol of  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Tour  Honor  submitted  a  bill  to  the 
General  Court  of  1911  providing  that  the 
Commonwealth  should  pay  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton for  each  pupil  educated  in  the  Normal 
School  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  average  ex- 
pense of  the  Commonwealth  incurred  for 
the  tuition  of  a  pupil  in  a  state  normal 
school  which  met  with  the  entire  approval 
of  the  School  Committee.  The  Committee 
notes  that  Tour  Honor  has  introduced  a 
similar  bill  this  year  (House  Bill  No.  561, 
referred  to  Committee  on  Education),  which 
it  likewise  cordially  approves,  and  trusts 
will  be  favorably  acted  upon  by  the 
Genera!  Court. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  perhaps  proper  to 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  for  many 
years  the  Commonwealth  has  borne  a 
share  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf,  a  public 
school  under  the  control  of  the  School 
Committee  of  the  city  of  Boston.  For  each 
pupil  attending  this  school  the  State  pays 
to  the  city  an  annual  tuition  fee  amount- 
ing to  $150,  no  distinction  being  made  be- 
tween resident  and  non-resident  pupils. 


REVISED  SCHEDULE  OF  COMPENSA- 
TION FOR  JANITORS  OF  EVENING 
SCHOOLS. 

The  communication  received  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Jan.  15,  1912,  submitting  a  revised 
schedule  of  compensation  for  janitors  of 
evening  schools  (see  p.  200),  was  taken  from 
the  table  and  placed  on  file. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Wal- 
lace C.  Boyden,  under  date  of  Jan.  29,  1912, 
recommending  that  Order  No.  4  of  the  re- 
vised schedule  be  amended  inasmuch  as 
the  Boston  Normal  School  Association  has 
always  held  its  meetings  on  Saturday 
afternoon  and  evening,  and  desires  to  con- 
tinue to  do  so. 

Placed  on  file. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  Order  No.  4  of  the  Re- 
vised Schedule  of  Compensation  for  Jani- 
tors of  Evening  Schools  (see  p.  201),  be 
amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  the 
paragraph  which  provides  that  no  permits 
shall  be  granted  to  occupy  school  build- 
ings on  Saturday  evenings  or  on  Sundays 
the  following:— except  by  order  of  the 
Board  in  each  particular  case— so  that  the 
paragraph  will  read  as  follows:— 

No  permits  shall  be  granted  to  occupy 
school  buildings  on  Saturday  evenings  or 
on  Sundays  except  by  order  of  the  Board 
in   each   particular  case. 


A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian,  under  date  of  Jan.
